SHERMAN REFUSES TO BE THE 
NOMINEE FOR GOVERNOR, 

HIS VOTE NECESSARY TO REPUBLICAN OON- 
TROL IN THE SENATE—JUDGH FORAKER 
NOW THE LEADING CANDIDATK, 

Co_umsus, June 4.—The representative 

Republicans of Ohio are here in force to-night, 

led by Senator Sherman, Gen. E. F. Noyes, 

Messrs. McKinley and Grosvenor, and many 

others who are noted in the councils of the 

party. There has been a growing ten- 
dency in favor of nominating Senator 

Sherman for Governor. Within the last week 

it assumed such proportions that nothing short 

ofa positive declinatio: on the part of Mr. 

Sherman to accept the nomination seemed 

likely to prevent it. The desire for Mr. Sher- 

man’s nomination was the outgrowth of a sen- 

timent among thoughtful Republicans that a 

man of national prominence ought to be placed 

at the head of the ticket. Mr. Sherman, who 
is a delegate to the convention from Richland 

County, arrived to-night, and was at once 

the central figure of the crowd of delegates 

and politicians. The Senator in a short time 
made it very clear to bis friends and all others 
who were anxious to learn whether he would 
accept the nomination that he would not per- 
mit his name to be presented to the conven- 
tion. He said that it would be impolitic to 
nominate him, because, if elected, he would 
be compelled to resign from the Senate, 
and thus throw the control of that body 
into the hands of the Democrats; that he ought 
not to be placed in a position where he would 
be compelled to decline the nomination. The 

Ohio State Journal will contain an authorita- 

tive stetement from Mr. Sherman setting forth 

In clear and distinct terms the reasons why he 

cannot and ought not to be the candidate for 

Governor. A strong element of opposition 


to Mr. Sherman has developed among the 
wool-growers of Ohio on account of his vote 
in Congress to reduce the tariff on wool. Nu- 
merous letters have been received here from 
different sections of the State during the past 
week in opposition to his candidacy. It is ru- 
mored that this has had more to do in induc- 
ing Mr. Sherman to decline than the reasons 
given by him. 

With Sherman out of the way, Foraker is 
likely to be nominated for Governor, although 
Judge Lawrence, State Treasurer Turney, Mr. 
Aultman, a wealthy manufacturer from East- 
ern Ohio, and Mr. Butterworth will divide the 
votes on the first ballot. Thereis some talk of 
the Hon. William H. McKinley as the dark 
horse, but the indications do net promise well for 
entries of thatsort. The principal opposition 
to Foraker comes from those who are opposed 
to Gov. Foster. They claim that Foraker is 
Foster’s candidate. This opposition is lead by 
Gen. John Beatty, J. F¥. Mack, of the San- 
dusky egister, and winked at by ex-Gov. 
Noyes. They do not appear, however, to have 
much of a following. 

The platform will indorse the national Ad- 
ministration, the State administration, and 
the passage of the Civil Service bill. It will 
declare for a tariff for the protection of Amer- 
ican industries, and denounce the Democratic 
doctrine of a tariff for revenue only as de- 
structive of American industries. The action 
of Congress in ;reference to the tariff on wool 
and iron will be condemned, and a demand 
made that Congress afford relief. The action 
of the Ohio Legislature in submitting consti- 
tutional amendments to the people providing 
for the regulation of the liquor traffic and the 
principle of taxation will be approved. The 
platform will also contain a resolution favor- 
ing such legisiation as will bring about an 
abolition of the convict contract system in 
force in the Ohio prisons with a view to re- 
lieve honest labor from its competition. 

Gov. Foster states to-night that the indica- 
tions strongly foreshadow the nomination of 
Judge Foraker, but he would hardly venture 
a prediction at the present time. The general 
opinion prevails that the ticket will be Foraker 
for Governor and Turney or Chapman 
for Lieutenant-Governor. All the interest 
centres on the head of the ticket, 
yet there is intense activity manifested 
by the candidates for Treasurer, Attorney- 
General, and member of the Board of Public 
Works. One ofthe most noticeable features 
the throng thus far presents is the confidence 
of suecess in October next. New life seems to 
have been infused mto the people since 
the meeting of the State Central Com- 
mittee last week. The number of 
candidates that have come forward is most 
surprising and argues well for the confidence 
manifested by the Republicans in their ability 
to take care of the State. The Hon. John G. 
Thompson is an interested looker-on, and pre- 
dicts the nomination of Foraker. He says 
Foraker’s nomination will be very gratifying 
to him, because he says it insures the nomina- 
tion of Judge Hoadly by the Democrats. 

CincInnaTl, June 4.—There is little doubt 
in this part of the State of the nomination of 
Judge Foraker for Governor by the Republi- 
ean Convention on Wednesday. The only 
thing that is likely to prevent such action 
is a call, which may come general, for 
Senator Sherman. He does not desire the 
nomination. His seatin the Senate is much 
more congenial than the office ef Governor 
would be, and there is some uncertainty as to 
whether any Republican can be elected. But 
there will be a good many men in the conven- 
tion who believe that Sherman is the only man 
who can carry the State, and should there be 
an intimation that he could be induced to ac- 
cept, their numbers would rapidly increase. Re- 
gerding the general effect of the nomination 
of Sherman, the /imes-Star has the following 
editorial this afternoon: 

“The Republicans will hold the most important 
State Convention this week that they have held 
for years. Upen its action depends a Republican 
victory or defeat at the next October election, 
which will in turn affect beneticially er disastrously 
the coming Presidential election. There are two 
distinctly marked courses, one of which must be 
adopted. If the convention nominates Judge 
Foraker, or Mr. Turney, or Judge Lawrence, it 
will compel the campaign to he fought upon 
local issues; if it nominates John Sherman. it 
rorces national issues into the contest. The Re- 

ublicans have already tried a State campaign on 

ocal issues ana know the result, and if they wish 
to obtain the same result they have only to 
nominate “local” men, who will inevitanly 
carry with them into the contest “local” 
issues. If they would place the contest upon a 
higher level—if they would bring into the cam- 
paign national issues, which have so often carried 
the Republican Party to victory—they must nem- 
inate a“ national’? man, who is able and willing 
to give the State eontest the character of a na- 
tional campaign, and who can harmonize minor 
party differences on local issues for the purpose 
of securing the triumph of national Republican 
principles.” ;

A CARD FROM THE MAN WHO WROTE IT— 
TUE EX-GOVERNOR RETICENT. 
INDIANAPOLIS, June 4.—The editor of the 
Journal telegraphed to-day to Mr. Jap Tur- 
pen, of the Wabash Courier, who is the gen- 
tleman with whom Mr. Hendricks had the 
recently published conversation, and he re- 
ceived the following answer: 


- Wasasn, Ind., June 4. 

The talk with Mr. Hendricks occurred on the 
afternoon of Saturday. During the interview not

orandum taken. While we talked 1 had not 
thought of writing. On Sunday evening 
I shaped the subject into copy for the 
‘Wabash Courier. On Monday I mentioned te 
Mr. James H. Rice. Anditor of the State, the 
burden of the intelligence I had in manuscript. On 
Wednesday afternoon I reecived a dispatch from 
Mr. Hendricks asking that the conversation be not 
published. At that time the article comprised a 
part of the whole edition of a very valu- 
able covnty paper that Lee Linn, the editor, 
would not have withbeld, though assured that 
to cirenlate it was to destroy every Presidential 
boom inthe Commonwealth. There was nothing 
either implied or understood during the interview 
to warn me that the writing of it would be a vio- 
Jntion of confidence. If anything is imputed to 
Mr. Hendricks unsaid by that gentleman, mv mem- 
ory is not an inch long.

GETTING READY FOR NEXT YEAR. 

Atvanta, Ga., June 4.—The appointment 
of William H. Smyth as Assistant Postmaster 
is said to be the result of intimations from 
Washington, Smyth was Major of the Six- 
teenth Regiment, and under Meade was Judge- 
Advocate-General of the Third Military Dis- 


trict, which office he resigned to accept 
the Maershalship of Georgia on Grant’s 
first inauguration. He held the office contin- 
uously until displaced by President Hayes, 
who sought to conciliate the Southern brother 
with a Democrat, Fitzsimons.

THE COMPROMIZ£E WITH OTTMAN. 


THB PAPERS TO BE MADE PUBLIC TO-DAY 
—WHAT COL. BLI88 AND OTHERS SAY. 
Wasnineton, June 4.—Attorney-General 

Brewster has given a good deal of his time to- 

day to the preparation for publication of the 

papers in the Ottman compromise case, and 
they are all to be submitted to the press to- 
morrow. Col. George Bliss says that he 
looked over, this morning, the report he made, 
at the invitation of the Attorney-General, in 
which he recommended a settlement and the 


acceptance by the Government of $12,500, and 
he says that he would make the same recom- 
mendation to-day if he were asked to give his 
advice. He also declares that he received no 
pay whatever for what he did, declining to do 
so. As before stated, the name of ex-Congress- 
man Richard Crowley does not appear in 
any of the papers in the possession 
of the Attorney-General. Mr. Brewster 
said to-day, when he was asked about 
the connection of Mr. Crowley’ with 
the case; ‘‘I1 did not know there was such a 
manas Dick Crowley when the compromise 
was made.’’ Among the papers in the Depart- 
ment of Justice is a letter from the Solicitor of 
the Treasury saying, in 4g eye an inquiry 
by the Attorney-General, that he had nothing 
to do with the case. Mr. R. T. Merrick, who 
argued Ottman’s case for him in two trials, 
said to-day that he did the best he ceuld for 
his client, and was paid by him. He would 
not wait for a settlement, but insisted on hav- 
ing his pay for his services without reference 
to any aciion the Government might take to- 
ward Ottman. The broker to whom Senator 
Matt Carpenter transferred his claim upon 
Ottman is said to be Mr. Russell Sage, and 
Mr. Sage may baable to tell how he collected 
the claim for $12,000.

PENNSYLVANIA DIVORCE LAWS. 


THE JUDGES TRYING TO REMEDY THE LAXITY 
OF THE PRESENT PRACTICE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 4.—The Times to-mor- 
row will publish the proceedings of a secret mect- 
ing of the Board of Common Pleas Judges, held to- 
day, to consider new rules ef practice in di- 
vorce cases. The meeting was largely due to 
the disclosures of alleged fraud recently brought 
to light in the case of Major A. H. Nickerson. 
Judge Arnold, who had been misied into 
awarding Major Niekerson ai decree, sect 
about remedying the evils that the 
ease showed him were unmistakable. These 
were the practical irresponsibility of examiners 
and the inadequacy of the advertising 


method of giving notice to absent re- 
spondents. Judge Mitehell. before whom, 
in conjunetion with President Judge Hare 
and Judge Fell, of Common Pleas No. 2,a petition 
for a writ to set aside a decree that it was alleged 
had been procured by fraud and perjury, was 
read only three weeks before the exposure in the 
Nieholson case. drifted into the same channel of 
thought as that followed by Judge Arnold. He 
drafted a series of rules that he desired to have 
substituted for those now in practice, and 
showed trem to Judge Arnold. The latter com- 
pared and harmonized them with others drawn up 
by himself. The result of their joint endeavor 
was submitted at to-day’s meeting. Both 
had agreed on se divorces in 
this State more costly than they have been. It 
is a notorious fact. Judge Arnold said, that 
persons eome to this State for divorces in- 
stead of going to Missouri or Indiana, because 
they know that here they can obtain them at 
bottom prices. The court now allows a wife a 
eounsel fee of $35. The rules submitted by 
Judges Arnold and Mitchell place the lowest 
fee at $100, and when the husband can 
afford it, Judge Arnold said a fee of $500 should 
be allowed. Judge Thayer, however, thought that 
it was the part of wisdom not to make too 
abrupt a change. The minimum fee named in 
the rules submitted was, he said, so high that it 
might at times work a hard-hip. He thought that 
the lowest fee should be $50 instead of $100. His 
suggestion met with the favor of the majority of 
the board, and was readily accepted by Judge 
Arnold. 

The change advoeated with recard to examiners 
is of the most sweeping character, and from being 
mere scribes the rules wiil, if adopted, make the 
examiner an important officer of the court 
and shoulder him with the gravest responsibil- 
ities. The appointment of an examiner by the 
consent of parties to assist is, by this rale, 
abselutely forbidden He is to be in 
every sense a delegate of the court. 
Instead of merely writing down and reporting the 
testimony as it is given him, he will be re- 
quired to satisfy himself as to the identity 
of the persons and the truth of the rep- 
resentations as to service upon respondents. He 
will be required personally to ascertain whether 
the statements as to residence, reguired by 
law to be made by libellants, are true. 
Judge Arnold favored immediate action upon 
the rules. Judge Thaver said that the 
subject should be given leng and care- 
ful eonsideration. After a general discus- 
sion, the whole matter was referred to a 
committee consisting of President Judge 
Thayer, who is Chairman, and Judges Mitchell and 
Arnold to prepare sueh rules as may seem wisest, 
based upon the suggestions of those submitted at 
the meeting. 

Speaking ef the matter afterward Judge Ar- 
nold said: “We shall do our best to eradi- 
cate what has become a great evil. To my 
mind one of the most fruitful causes of our 
long divorce list is the cheapness of a divorce here. 
It is well known that some lawyers, who, indeed, 
ought not to be at the Bar, guarantee a divorce fer 
$50,"" “ There is no doubt,” said Judge Mitchell, 
* that our laws are more lax than even those of In- 
diana. Unfortunately the Judges cannot change 
the laws. The courts in the past have guarded 
against the evil. Wesball now endeavor to have 
even more caution and greater security.”

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IRON FIRMS IN TROUBLH,

THE GRAFTON IRON COMPANY ASKS AN EX- 
TENSION—OTHER FIRMS INVOLVED, 

PITTSBURG, June 4.—Intense excitement was 
caused in this city to-day by a ramer whieh gained 
currency about noon, to the effect that three 
prominent iron firms—Graff, Bennett & Co., Robin- 
son, Rea & Co., and the Elba Iron Company—had 
become financially embarrassed. Investigation 
proved that the report arese from the fact that on 
Saturday the Grafton Iron Company, manufao- 
turers of pig-iron, ef Leetonia, Ohio, in whioh 
Graff, Bennett & Ce. and Robinson, Rea & Co. are 
the principal stockholders, had asked for an ex- 


tension. The Elba Iron Company was not a stock- 
holder. and is not affected. To what extent, if 
any, the firms of Graff, Bennett & Co. and Robia- 
son, Rea & Co. are affected is not yet known. Mr. 
Jobn Graff, who is President of the Graf- 
ton Iron Company and senior memper of 
the Pittsburg firm, which operates three 
large iron mills in this city, has declined 
to make any statement for a day or two concern- 
ing the condition of either company. Mr. William 
Rea, of Robinson. Rea & Co. said: “* The Gratton 
Iron Company is a distinct corporation, and, in my 
epinien, the extension asked for by this concern 
will not affect Graff, Bennett & Co. Al! talk of an 
assignment is purely eonjeeture. The firm of Rob- 
insen, Rea & Co., fortunately, own only a very 
small amount of stock in the Grafton Iron-works. 
If the company should fail. however, of which 
there is nothing but ramer, the loss to Robinson, 
Rea & Co. would not affect their finances to any 
serious extent.” 

Mr. Rea refused to disclose the exact amount of 
the Grafton Iron Company’s liabilities, but in con- 
versation with persons intimately associated with 
the firm’s affairs it was learned that the liabilities 
would aggregate about $600,000. An extension of 
six years is asked. A manufacturer suid that the 
denoument had been expected in iron circles for 
some time. In the case of Graff, Bennett & Co., 
he said: ‘‘The embarrassment was due to the 
loss sustainea by the fire, in which their mill at 
Bennett Station was almost totally destroyed a 
little more than a year ago, and to other heavy 
losses caused by the failure of the Crescent Tube 
Works, (Evans, Dalzell & Co..) in which the firm 
was heavily interested.”" Robinson, Rea & Co., the 
mavufaeturer said, lost heavily by the failure of 
the Slemens-Anderson Steel Company, the Mer- 
chants and Eechanics’ Bank, of which Mr. Wiliam 
Rea 18 President, having been Interested in the 
broken firm to the extent of nearly $1,000,000. The 
same manufacturer stated that the amount of 
money involved might reach $1,500,000 instead of 
$500,000 as at first reported. 

A lawyer who isin a position to know whereof 
he speaks says the Grafton Iron Company has 
failed, and he places the Habilities at about 3600,- 
000. He scouts the idea, however. that either 
Graff, Bennett & Co. or Robinson, Rea & Co. will 
be op a to suspend in consequence. 

Not the slightest clue cau be obtained this even- 
ing to the personality or location of the creditors 
of either the Grafton Iron Campany or the other 
firms. It is supposed, however, that the bulk of 
their paper 1s held in this city. The chiet assets 
of the Grafton Iron Company are two large blast 
furnaces at Leetonia, Ohio. The firm has heen in 
existenee for nearly 20 years, and to outsiders its 
embarrassment is a great surprise. Graff, Bennett 
& Co. are the principal steckholders. The others 
are Robinson, Rea & Co. and H. 8. King. 
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DESIGNS ON THE WELLAND CANAL 


A FENIAN CONSPIRACY FRUSTRATED BY 
CANADIAN WATCHFULNEES. 

TortTon, Ontario, June 4.—A sensation was 
caused in Canada to-day by the publication of the 
details of a Fenian plot to blow up the Welland 
Canal, which has been carefully kept secret by the 
Canadian authorities. It appears that some weeks 
ago the Government received warning that the 
Fenians of New-York, Brooklyn, and other 
Eastern centres had determined to be re- 
vengei for the hanging of Brady by destroying 
Canadian public works. Government officials 
were immediately place! on the alert all along the 
border. Rumors of suspicious vessels sailing from 
Boston diverted public attention from the real ob- 
ect of attack. A vessel was sent us a 

lind to Halifax harbor, where her mysterious 
movements caused much excitement. Fears 
of a raid upon the Halifax fortifications, shipping, 
and magazine were entertained. These move- 
ments, however, did not deceive the Government. 
A number of loyal residents were secretly engaged 
and were posted as seutries at every lock of the 
Welland Canal, and in every loeality where 
facilities were afforded by the construction of 
the canal for dynamite to be brought inte 
operation. The next day after these arrange- 
ments had been completed, on May 15, 
suspicious looking men boarded a train at Buffalo, 
and went to St. Catharine's City. jumping off the 
train just before it reached the station. Each man 
earried a sachel. They separated into small 
groups, but did not gotoa hotel. The suspicions 
of the authorities were aroused, and private 
detectives were instructed to shadow the gang. One 
of the detectives succeeded in overhearing snatehes 
of a conversation between two of the men, which 
left no doubt as to their intention. The visiters 
wa!ked around the city, meeting at intervals and 
holding short conversations. A small detechment 
visited the canal, it is believed, with the 
view of selecting a suitable spot for operations, 
but found every vulnerable peint guarded by care- 
ful watchers. Finding their movements watched 
and the objeet of their attack earefully guarded, 
this detachment hastily returned to the city. 
Hurried conferences were held between the scat- 
tered bands, with the result that the whole gang 
dispersed until the evening train, when they re- 
turned to Buffalo. 

The Government sti]l maintains a guard along 
the banks of the canal and public notices have 
been pwusted prohibiting the public from driv- 
ing along its banks. Had the plotters sue- 
ceedea incaiculable injury would have been 
done to Canadian and American. shipping 
interests. The canal is the only means 
of communication between Lakes Ontario 
and Erie, aod the traffic is something enormous, 
the whole of the immense grain shipments from 
Chieago and Lake Superior rt« to Montreal 
and the Canadian seaboard having to pass 
through its locks. The canal was built by 
the Canadian Government at a eost of 
some $16,000,000 and is tunreled in numerous 
places. The Great Western Railway main line 
passes under its bed at one point. Every facility 
is therefore afforded dynamite conspirators for 
carrying out their purpose, which can only be pre- 
yented by careful watching.

THE DODGE CITY DESPERADOES. 

Dopce City, Kan., June 4.—On Saturday a 
meeting of the citizens of Dodge City was held to 
consider measures of self-preservation. The city 
is overrun with thugs, desperadoes, and gamblers, 
and the people resolved to demand that the vil- 
lains should leave. The action of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee was reported to the lawbreakers, and 


they promised to leave town to-day under cer- 
tain conditions, by which a certain criminal 
known as Luke Short was to be allowed to go 
unpunisned. To avoid bloodshed the citizens 
consented. This morning it became apparent that 
the frienas of Short had violated their agree- 
ment. The Citizens’ Committee again called on 
the gamblers and read the riot act to them. 
The latter promised that they would surely get out 
of.town at 3 o’cloek this afternoon. The Mayor 
did not believe they would keep their word, and 
so had a proclamatiqn printed. As soon as 
the 8 o'clock train left the city without the gamb- 
lers the proclamation was pested all over the 
city. The Mayor ordered that all gambling 
cease at once. Ne sooner were the notices 
postea than every game closed. The gamblers and 
desperadoes remain, however, and it is feared they 
will make their presence felt in some unlawful 
way. The city is sleeping pon its arms to-night.

A BOY ANDA DYNAMITE CARTRIDGE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 4.—Robert Cridland, 
11 years old, a resident of Chestnut Hill, found a 
dynamite cartridge in a quarry on Sunday, and 
took itto the Chestnut Hill Consolidated School 
this morning among the miscellaneous contents of 
his trousers pockets. About 10 o'clock, while the 
class was deep in arithmetic, Robert bethought 
him of his prize. He took it eut, and with a pen 
began scratching it. There was a report that 
startied teachers and scholars to their feet, shook 
the fleor, and above all, caused young Cridland to 
bounce from his seat and execute @ war dance as 
be waved his manyled left hand.

PHASES OF THE STRUGGLE 
AGAINST BRITISH RULE. 
DAVITT, HEALY, AND QUINN RELEASED— 
INFORMERS TO BE SENT ABROAD—MR. 

M’C@AN AND THE PARNELL PARTY. 

Dos.in, June 4 —Messrs. Davitt, Healy, 
and Quinn, who were sentenced in February 
to confinement in Kilmainham Jail for six 
months for making inflammatory speeches, 
were released at 1:30 o'clock this afternoon. 
The three men look well. The time they were 
to be released was not intimated beforehand, 
and there was no demonstration. Me. Davitt 
will soon go to America on a lecturing tour. 

The existence of a conspiracy to murder at 
Carrick-on-Suir, County Tipperary, has been 
discovered. It is believed that all the persons 
implicated have fied to America. 

James Carey and the other infermers who 
testified at the trials of the Phoenix Park mur- 
derers have been informed that they must in- 
dicate the places out of the country to which 
they wish to be sent. Carey, in reply, pro- 
tested that he would remain in Dublin, but the 


authorities pointed out to him that be would 
receive no police protection, and that on no 
condition would he be allowed to remain in 
Ireland. Itis inferred from this action that 
the extradition proceedings in the case of 
Messrs. Walsh, Sheridan, and Tynan are col- 
lapsing. 

A memorial to the Goverument praying 
that the death sentence of Timothy Kellv, one 
of the Phenix Park murderers, be commuted, 
has been signed by seven of the special jurors 
summoned during the recent commission, in- 
cluding two me: who served on the jury 
which convicted Keily. 

Archbishop Croke, in bis address at Tipper- 
ary yesterday, said he would not be able for 
many reasons to accept any more addresses 
during his visitation to his archdiocese or to 
participate in any popular demonstrations, 

In the Letterfrack murder conspiracy case 
four men, two named Faherty and two named 
Donnelly and Connelly, have been committed 
for trial on the charge of having murdered 
Constabie Kavanagh and a man named Ly- 
dens. Five other men were committed on 
charges of treason-felony and conspiracy to 
murder, 

Edward Harrington, editor cf the Kerry 
Sentinel, was arraigned in court at Tralee to- 
day. He admitted that the placard request- 
ing persons who desired to join the Invinci- 
bles to attend a meeting was printed in the 
office of tte Sentinel, but declared that the 
work was done without his knowledge. 

Lonpon, June 4.—Mr. McCoan, member of 
Parliament for Wicklow, in a letter to Mr. 
Parnell informing him of bis withdrawal from 
the Parnellite party, savs that his reason for 
severing his connection with the party, besides 
offense at Mr. Parneil’s action in his affair 
with Mr. O’Kelly, is that its aims and methods 
have long ceased to be those to which he sub- 
scribed three years ago. He cannot, there- 
fore, conscientiously remain in it. Mr. Mc- 
Coan has also written a letter to the /reeman’s 
Journal, of Dublin, saying that the aims of 
four or five gentlemen, who obviously force 
Mr. Parnell’s hand, have long been developed 
beyond a policy of honest land reform and ted- 
eral home rule. He says he cannot continue 
to maintain even nominal relations with veiled 
Communism and rebellion. He asserts that 
there are other men in the party who think as 
he does, but they are cowed by a fear for their 
seats in the House of Commons, which is hard 
to understand in honest men. Mr. McCoan 
says he will not shirk from asking the judg- 
ment of his constituents on his action. 

BIRMINGHAM, June 4,—The police arrested 
bere to-day an avowed American Fenian who 
had declared his intention of making mischief at 
the Bright celebration next week. ‘he man is 40 
years of age. Since his arrival here he has 
received letters from America and Paris. 
He gives his name as George Smythe. 

Previous to his arrest Smythe bought 50 car- 
tridges for a Jarge revolver,and then entered a 
tavern, where he displayed the revolver and 
threatened to disturb the Bright procession on 
Monday. The police were then summoned. 
When they arrived Smythe was trying his 
revolver in the tavern yard. He was secured 
after a struggle, during which he tried to 
shoot an officer. 
DEBATES IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, June 4.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Lord Edmund Fitzmau- 
rice, Under Foreign Secretary, stated that the 
Commanders of the men-of-war Dryad and 
Dragon, now in Madagascar waters, had been 


instructed to consult as to what measures were 
necessury to be taken to protect the lives and 
property of British subjects in Madagascar. 

Mr. Gladstone declined to answer a question 
as to whether the services of the Duke of 
Albany as Governor-General of Canada had 
been refused. The Government, he said, were 
aware of the willingness of the Duke of 
Albany te render service to his crown and 
country. He added that this feeling did the 
Duke the highest honor. 

Mr. Kennard asked whether the Govern- 
ment would represent that the registration of 
a new set of claims at Washington by the 
Alabama Claims Commissioners was in viola- 
tion of the intentions of the Geneva confer- 
ence. Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice replied that 
it was not the intention of the Government to 
interfere in the matter in any way.

THE NEW SUEZ CANAL SCHEME. 

Panis, June 4.—At a meeting of the Suez 
Canal Company to-day a proposal made by 
Count de Lesseps to examine into the project 
for the construction of a second canal was 
adopted unanimously. M. de Lesseps assured 
the meeting that the English Directors were 
giving local assistance and prophesied that 
another canal would be built. M.de Lesseps 


stated that improvements now being made at 
a cost of 30,000,000f. would suffice for a traffic 
of 10,000,000 tons yearly. ‘Ihe company had, 
a year ago, decided to undertake the building 
of a second route. They could accomplish 
this within the limits of their own lands, but 
could do the work much more rapidly and con- 
veniently if the Egyptian Government would 
grant fresh concessions. He said the negotia- 
tions for obtaining the aid of England in this 
object were proceeding favorably.

TRE CZAR'S FRIENDS AND FOES. 

Moscow, June 4.—The Emperor and Em- 
press drove to Sokolniki to-day to attenda 
military féte. They were not accompanied 
by an escort. The municipal authorities of 
Moscow will givea grand dejeuner at Sokol- 


niki to the foreign newspaper correspondents 
who attended the coronation. 

LONDON, June 4.—The Pull Mall Gazette 
to-day publishes another portion of the Jetter 
from the Russian Nihilist Stepniak, in which 
he declares that a wide-spread society exists in 
the Russian Army, composed exclusively of 
officers, including numerous Colonels of regi- 
ments.

RUFFPIANLY WORK AT SING SING. 

Sine Sinc, June 4.—The little village of 
Croton, about two miles north of Siag Sing, was 
thrown into excitement last evening by the dis- 
covery in Abram Hoag's barn of a man almost 
dead from injuries received at the hands of villace 
ruffans the night before. His head was pommeled 
black and blue, and there were innumerable bruises 
all over bis body. It was thought he was dying 
when discovered. He says his name is Henry 
Moore. With difficulty he tola the story of his 
movements since Saturday afternoon. He is a 
cabinet-maker, and had started in search of work, 
taking his tools with him. He arrived in Croton 
Saturday night. While sitting on a stoop near 
the depot three notorious ruffians named 
Henry ‘Tice, George Tuttle, and John Cran- 
dall came up to him and demanded a tag 
of flour which they said he had stolen from them. 
He denied the eharge, whereupon they attacked 
him and pounded him about the head unmercifully. 
He broke away from them and fied. His shouting 
for heip attracted the attention of George Hatter, 
and wiren the men saw him they ran away, but sub- 
sequently returned to the attack. Moore was 
found in the Hoag barn at about7 o’clock Sunday 
evening, and was conveyed. while still unconscious, 
to the house of Col. Roberts. a Justice of the Peace 
in the town of Cortland. Tice and Tuttle have 
been arrested, but Crandall cannot be found. They 
were taken before Justice Reberts this morning. 
when Tuttle gave bail to appear for examination 
and Tice was locked up. The wounded man says 
the men, after pounding him the’second time, left 
him for dead, and he heard them say they were 
going for a bag to put him tn, and that they intend- 
ed to throw him into the Hudson. This evening he 
is much better, but is still feeling very sore.

SHOOTING AFFRAY AT RED BANK. 

Rep Bank, N. J., June 4.—Thomas Mont- 
gomery, aged 17, received a pistol-shot wound inthe 
back from a weapon in the hands of John Heigh- 
saw, an Englishman, yesterday, which will probably 
prove fatal. Montgomery is employed at Wilson's 
bakery, on Front-street, and on Saturday evening, 
with Heighsaw and another fellow-workman 
named dsulius Saunders, spent much time in the 
saloons of Red Bank.

OUTLAWS AT BAY. 


THE NOTORIOUS BARBER BROTHERS &Uh- 
ROUNDED NEAR SUMNER, IOWA. 


Cuicaao, June 4.—Intelligence reached this 
olty to-night that the Barber brothers, outlaws and 
murderers, have been surreunded In a piece of 
timber near Sumner, Iowa, and will probably 
be captured within 24 hours. The 8tate 


of Illinois has offered $5,000 reward for 
the arrest of the Barber brothers, and Iowa 
has offered $1,000. Their latest crime was the mur- 
der of Devuty Sheriff Sheppard, of Fayette County, 
Towa, last September. On Saturday nient last the 
outlaws called at their old home in West Union. 
not being aware of the fact thatthe homestead had 
reeently been disposed of by their mother. 
The outlaws were recognized by the occupants of 
the house and fled to the timber. The alarm was 
given, and Sheriff Farr, with a posse, started in 
pursuit. Yesterday the Barbers were discov- 
ered in a school-house near Sumner, Brew- 
er County. Sheriff Jarvis on being informed 
went in pursuit, and finding the men ordered 
them to throw un their hands. They replied by 
shooting the Sheriff in the sheulder, inflicting a 
probably fatal wound. With a whoop of defiance 
the outlaws again took to the timber. They were 
followed by about 175 men, and this afternoon it 
was believed they had been surrounded ia Wil- 
sen’s grove. If captured they will be lynched. 


OIL PRICES TUMBLING. 


SALES MADE AS LOW AS $1 133—THE MAR- 
KET CLOSES WEAK. 

PirtspurG, June 4.—This bas been a bad 
day for those persons whose money ia invested in 
oil. The course of the market during the forenoon 
was extremely unsatisfactory, but in the afternoon 
the market was visited bya cyclone, whieh sent 
prices down to $1 13% and played havyoo with many 
fertunes. The opening was fairly strong at 
$1 20, at which ficure transactions were live- 
ly. Heavy selling was then begun by brekers 
controlling private wires. Several blocks of 
50,000 barrels each were thrown on the market 
in quick succession. Under this hammering, and 
the searaity of money (carrying at Oil City being 
$2 and $2 50) the price fell to $1 19 at noon. Then 
rumors began to take shape regarding the failure 
of large iron firms in this city. Inquiries as to 
their truth poured in from the upper exchanges, 
and prices fell to $1 18%, rallying at the neon 
close to $1 1834. As the market epened in the af- 
ternoon it was evident that a heavy decline in 
prices was coming. and there was a wild rusk for 
cove This served to hasten the fall, and before 
2:20 o’clock sales were made as low as 31 12%. 
This was followed by a quick reaction during 
which prices ran up ciose to $1 20, but the feeling 
of weakness caused by the first change was oo 
great to le withstood, and atthe close of the 
day's business, oniy 51 1434 was bid. 
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IMMIGRANT GIRLS SWINDLED, 
SaraToGa, June 4.—This morning 25 young 
women, English and Swedish immigrants, arrived 
here from New-York by boat and train. They 
were sent ont by a firm alleged to bs doing busi- 
ness in New-York to accept situations in hotels 
and boarding-houses represented to have beer ob- 


tained for them. On their arrival they found 
that no places had been secured, and that 
they were the dupes of swindiers. Each girl 
nad paid a man purporting to be a member of the 
firm $3 50, viz.. $1 for booking and $2 50 for boat 
and car fare. They were told that this would in- 
elude berths and meals on the beat: but they had 
neither accommodation nor meals furnishea on the 
boat. and arrived here without having partaken of 
food since Sunday noon. Being nearly ail penni- 
ness, ani none having funds sufficient to 
buy a return ticket to New-York, they 
went to Police Head-quarters and explained 
the state of affairs. The reporters of the local 
newspapers generously provided dinner for the 
girls at the New-York Hotel. Ex-Alderman Miteh- 
eli stated the case to Overseer of the Poor Hoyt, 
who gave orders that the young women be enter- 
tained at the same hotel until to-morrow afternoon, 
if situations for them are notsooner obtained. The 
police also took an interest in them, taking care 
that Improper persons did not seek to inveigle 
them to places of evil resort. The sympathies of 
some good Samaritans were enlisted in the case, 
and through their efforts situations for all were 
obtained in private families during the afternoon. 
One day last week a man representing himself as 
Mr. Seastedt, of the alleged firm alluded to, was iu 
town and left the firm’s card at. the Adeiphi Hotel. 
The description of this man by the hotel clerk tal- 
lies with that given by the young women of the 
man to whom they paid their money in New-York.

MURDERED BY HIS STEP-SON. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 4.—Isaac Paradise, 
residing on Paradise Ridge, 18 miles north of this 
city, was shot and killed by John Sevier, his step- 
son, who fled and has not yet been arrested. 
Some time ago Sevier and several other 
young men shot and killed some hogs 
which they found on _ the ridge. The 
hogs belonged to a resident of the neighborhood 
and a man named McGraw, who saw the party 
killing the hogs. They reported the faots to the 
owners, who threatened to have the boys indicted. 
The ‘boys swore vengeanee against McGraw, 
threatening to run him out of the county or kill 
him. McGraw went to Paradise, who concealed 
him for several days until he could leave the local- 
ity. When Sevier and his party heard of this they 
threatened Paradise’s life. Yesterday Sevier aud 
five companions, named Adcock, Reasoner, and 
Fate, went to Paradise’s house and cursed him un- 
til he endeavored to force them to leave the piace 
The party kicked him in a brutal manner, but, man- 
aging to get away. he struck Henry Fate on the 
head with an iron wedge. Sevier snatched a gun 
from Adcock or Reasoner, and fired at Paradise, 
who dropped dead. The rarty disappeared, and 
although officers are in pursuit all efforts to find 
them have proved fruitiess.

THE STATUS OF CADET ENGINEERS 
WASHINGTON, June4.—The rehearing in the. 
case of Cadet Engineor Leopeld against the United 
States has been postponed until Friday on aceount 
of the absence of Judge Bancroft Davis. Upon this 
case depends the status ef our 40 cadet engineers. 
The act of August, 1882, provided that all under 
graduates at the Naval Academy shonid there 
after be called ‘* naval eadets.”

Ha 
said that they had asked him to disobey the law, 
which he could not do.

CgIcaGo, June 4,—Electrical circles are ine 
terested in a new telephone which was recently 
placed in the office of the Board of Trade Tele 
graph Company. It is the invention of George Mj 
Hopkins, of the Scientific American. The first puby 
lic trial was made here yesterday. The instrument 
was connected with a No. 8 telegraph wire and a 
cireuit formed to Springfield, 1l., and return, 4 
distance of 488 miles.

CHILDREN OF SUNNY ITALY 


SEEKING THOSK WHO OUGHT 70 
BE AT SCHOOL. 
WHAT THD TRUANT OFFICERS SEE OF THE 
EQUALOR AND DIRT IN WHICH THE 
POOR ITALIANS LIVE AND THRIVE. 


Back of No. 45 New Bowery is a squalid 
eourt upon whieh faces arickety wooden building 
consisting ef two stories and attic. The front of 
the brick building facing on the street affords no 
indication of the scene in the rear, Onedoorleads 
into a saloon and the other opens into a haliway 
heavy with sickly odors. The floor of the hall is 
thick with dirt. Through this A. ©, Martinez and 
Vincenzo Cristalli, two agents of the Board of Ed- 
veation, took their way yesterday afternoon in 
seareh of truant Italian school children. They 
were taking a census of chi'dren between the ages 
of 5and 14to compare with the school lists and 
compe! those who were not attending achool to do 
so. Aswarthy man whose head was covered with 
a mass of thiek, curly brown hair, was playing an 
accordion fa the open door of the first floor, which 
was reached by three or four disjointed steps, His 
feet were bare, his coarse checked shirt was 
open at the throat, and in his ears were gold rings. 
Two other men sat ona bench in the room, anda 
woman sat on a low stool with two babes at 
her side. The men were pleying cards, and when 
the agents entered they coneeated beer-glasses 
behindthem. Three beer kegs cou!d not be hidden. 
The kegs contained stole beer, which, it was said, 
was sold at 2centsa pint. The men turned afew 


pennies each day by cleaning out saloons in the 
morning for the beer which remained unseld over 
night and became worthiess. The men thought 
the agents were officers and had come to arrest 
them for collecting the beer, but Signor Cristalli 
reassured them in theirnative tongue. There were 
half adozen beds around the room, but the men 
who occupied them were away picking up a living. 
There were ne children on tbat floor old enough 
to be sent to school. A flight of stairs that 
ereaked and shook under their weight brought the 
agents to the second floor. Almost every ‘cot of 
space was occupied by beds, Forty persons lived 
in that room, The windows were a/most obscured 
by dirt, the walls were black with smoke, and the 
floor was grimy. From the attic above men and 
women came tumbling down to look at the visit- 
ors. One of the men said $11 a month was the 
rent paid for the single room. The amount was 
divided among the people living there. Some chil- 
dren were founa there. 

The walls of the front building hid a strance 
spectacle, Its four stories were divided into little 
reoms, each of which served for one family and 
many for more. They were dark and noisome, 
and seemed the breeding places of pestilence. 
Men whose skins were like bronze layamong great 
piles of rags, assorting them, Some of them were 
almost nude to the waist. They all wore strings 
around their necks, to which were attached 
charms. Women, some old and some young, but 
pli haggara and barefooted, were helping them in 
their task. Children were sprawled about the 
h: lis in such prefusion that the agents had to be 
careful where they stepped lest they trod on them. 
They were dark-skinned and biack-eyed, but plump 
and happy amid their eurroundings. They were not 
nt all abashed, and proceeded at once to inspect 
watoh chuins and investigate pockets, There were 
many labyrinthian passeges in the building and 
rear balconies, whose supports were well-nigh 
ready to give way, led to dwelling places that never 
vrould bare been looked for. Inone room aman lay 
sick with fever. The air wasstifling and heavy. Two 
wrinkled women said there were no children there. 
In another room there were three or four half 
baried in rags. As soon as tbe dingy door swung 
on its hinges they relied out into the hall and dame 
near tumbling down stairs. On the top landing 
men who looked like brigands were seen elimbing 
up and down a ladder to the attic. Some had 
bags on their backs, which they were bringing in 
full of paper and rags, and others were starting 
out to Gli their empty sacks. Among all the Ital- 
lans in the building was a single Irish family. its 
room was as squalid as any of the others. 

The agents next visited No. 63 James-street. 
They went up to the top of the builaing. As they 


climbed up heads were stuck out of deors at every | 


turn. Some faces were scowling and others ex- 
pressed wonder. A young woman, who would 
have been fair but for the life of privation and 
toll she had endured, followed them. They 
knocked at a door. The young woman pushed 
ast them and planted her back against the door. 

er face wore an almost savage Jook. When asked 
about her ehild she broke into a wild speech in 
Italian. She thought the agents had come to take 
her child away from her. I 
gist them. It required. much explanation from 
Signor Cristalli to calm her, but when she was 
made to know that only its name was wanted her 
face broke into a smile. She sent it to the House 
of Industry because it was given feod there, she 
said. Several Italiars with hard faces gathered 
about. They glared at the agent until they were 
made to understand the agents’ errand. There 
was arow of tenements inthe rear. Walks coyv- 
ered with filth ledto them. Children with bare- 
ly enough, and in some cases not enough, 
clothing to cover their nakedness climbed the 
fenees and rolled in the dirt. Clothes hung 
pn lines and flapped in the visitors’ faces. At No. 
229 William-street there was a family of pretty, 
brown-faeed children. The quarters were na:row, 
but the mother kept them clesn. There was trib- 
ulation in the bousehold. The father had paid 
$350, which he had borrowed, for a fruit stand. 
He was to pay $20 a month for the corner. As 
soon as he had paid the $350 he was told he 
must move away from the corner. The agents 
passed through a long archway at No. 24 
Ouk-street. A goat met them at the other 
end and lowered his head in a belligerent way. 
Across the court was a row of houses. The ground 
was littered with tin cans and old shoes. The goat 
finally turned his attention to these, and the agents 
did not have toencounter him. There was a noise 
as though a fight was going on in one of the rooms. 
Signor Cristolli smiled. Lie saida game of Morra 
was in progress. Four men sat in a circle 
jabbing their fingers toward each other 
and shouting numbers. The game was 10 
points, and if they guessed the number 
of fingers held out it counted one. Women 
warmed about the agents by the dozen, and fol- 
peal them through the halls. Beds, rags, and 
cracked stovea were the only things in the rooms, 
Little Marie Tassaro, whose skin was as white as 
that of her mother was dark, turned her blue eyes 
npon the agents and clung to her mother’s 
dress in fear. She was afraid of being taken 
away. In the front building a lot of 
ltalians were eating bread and maccaroni, 
drinking beer, and playing cards. Adjoining was 
a shed in which were kept ahorse, some goats, and 
ecbickens. They belonged toan Irishman. At the 
other end of tne building was a small shed. The 
floor opened and a bed wasseen inside. A woman 
came out and said: “We are all Micks here.” 
**You ought tofhave been here two or three 
fiays ago.” said a young Jrishman, drawing water 
tor the horse. ** A whole ship-load of Italians were 
here. They've gone, but you can’t count the young 
‘uns that’s left a-screeching around the yard.” 
Most of the children found were said to be going 
to some school or other. One woman who had a 
child 5 years old said she was going to Italy in July. 
She and ber family had accumulated $3,000 picking

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LIVELY TIME IN A PRESBYTERY. 


THE DESIRE OF A CHURCH TO WITHDRAW 
CREATES A WARM DISCUSSION. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 4,—Tho Presbytery 
Central had another very lively time to-day over 
the question of the withdrawal of the North-west- 
ern Presbyterian Church, of which the Rev. 
Waldo Messaros is Pastor. The Rev. Dr. R. 
D. Harper, Chairman of the Judicial Com- 
mittee, presented a report and _ resolutions 
to the effect that the North-western Church had 
expressed a desire to form an independent organ- 
ization in the course of the agitation, for which it 
had willfully disobeyed a mandate of the Presby- 
tery and manifested a spirit of insubordination 
‘*discreditable to its members and te the cause of 


Christ." Therefore it was expedient that the 
ehurch should be dissolved, that the clerk should 
inform the Elders of the opinion of the Presbytery, 
and tnmat action should be taken at the next ses- 
sion. With regard to the church property, the 
Presbytery should de nothing. Notice of the dis- 
solution of the church was given in order that its 
members might, if they pleased, file any protests 
or enter ebjeections. After the report had been 
presented there was a fusillade of speeehes and 
amendments. It seemed as if no two of the 50 or 
60 ministers present had similar views. 

District Attorney Graham, who was a member 
ot thé committee, was on his feet at least a dozen 
times to set mistaken Elders right. When an 
amendment was offered striking out that portion 
of the report which would dissolve the chureh, 
Mr. Graham spoke against it. He said: ‘* These 
people want to go. Let us humor them. I am 
willing to believe that the Elders acted with the 
belief that they were doing the best they couid 
spiritually.” 

** That’s all very well,” shouted some one in the 
rear of the room, ** but the church owes members 
of the Presbytery $3,200.” 

“We must try the church,” some one else said 
vehemently. 

“ So we lave,” answered the District Attorney. 
* They have pleaded guilty.”’ 

** You ought to be lawyer enough to know that 
a mAn cannot be convicted for even stealing a row 
of pins on his own evidence,” w s the final retort. 

While the report was being dissected in portions 
some objected to the term ‘willfully defied.”” They 
argued thatthe church had been passive, rather 
than active. Dr. Harper said that the Presbytery 
had enjoined them from employing Mr. Messaros, 
=< they had disobeyed, which was ** willfully de- 
ying.”’ 
ig‘* Well, then, let’s cite them,” persisted an Elder. 

“Tt’s no use citing them,” said another Elder; 
“ they are in rebellien, and what do they eare for 
your citations?’ 

Dr. Henry said he thought that asking permis- 
sion to recede was a very mild form of re- 
bellion indeed. Another minister said the Pres- 
bytery was in a position very similar to that of 
the man who had a wolf by the ear and wzs afraid 
to let go and afraid to holdon. Mr. Mclivaine said 
the church wanted to run itself on Congregational 
principles. Under euch eircumstances it would no 
more fit in the Presbytery than a square beam 
would in a round kole. After the amendments 
had al) been rejected the report was adopted.

A TRIBUTE TO MASSACHUSETT’S GREAT WAR 
GOVERNOR, 

The Massachusetts Club met in Boston on 
Saturday and celebrated the anniversary of the 
birth of John A. Andrew, the State's great war 
Governor. Ex-Goy. Claflin presided, and Judge 
Adin Thayer delivered an eloquent address, in the 
ccurse of whieh he sald: 


“ From mythological Theseus down to Garibaldl 
and Joku Brown, no hero has ever trod the earth 
who might not have been proud to claim com- 
pauiouship with him, He was, indeed, many-sided. 
His aeeply emotional and religious nature, and his 
fervid and poetic imagination, found appropriate 
utterance in the words of ancient prophecy and 
psalm. His speeches and proelamations sounded 
like anthems, and lifted the people up to a sense 
of personal responsibility, a power of action, and 
a patrietic zeal of whieh they had never be- 
fore deemed themselves capavle. Whut in other 
men might have seemed grandiloquent vapor- 
ings was known and felt te be in him but the 
natural and legitimate utterances ef a man 
greater than the loftiest words which his lips could 
frame. Even his celebrated declaration ‘1 know 
not what rec:rd of sin awaits mein another world, 
but this I know, that I was never mean enough to 
despise any mau because he was poor, because he 
was ignorant, or because he was black.’ in the 
light of what he was, and what he had done for 
humanity, seemed but the simple statement of a 
commonplace fact. You remember when he was 
commissioned to present the Parker musket, 
which had heen used at the battle of Lexington, 
how he lifted it and reverently kissed it, while 
the whole audience was thrilled, and strong 
men sobbed aloud. His heroic manhood knew no 
despondency. You have seen the majestic brow of 
Sumner sad and clouded during these hours of 
dreadful uncertainty. You have heard Wilson 
speak words of fearful foreboding almost akin to 
dispair, but who among you has ever seen Andrew 
when his face was not radient with hope and en- 
thusiasm. No disaster seemed to appal him. In 
the darkest hours he was confident and hopeful. 
He was no more affected by the bitter personal at- 
tacks that were made upon him than is the rock of 
Gibraltar by the grains of sand which the 
siroceo heaps against its buse. There was not 
one atom of the demagogue about him He 
indulged in no tricks to obtain popularity. He 
did not slap men on the shoulder, or call them by 
their Christian names. He sought no personal fol- 
lowing whatever. He had, it is true, his friends, 
to whom he was bound as with bands o! steel, but 
they were friends because of their devotion tothe 
great principles which he had believed in and ad- 
vocated from his boyhood up, and he was as true 
to his friends as to his principles, and for precisely 
the same reason—he believed thoroughly in both. 
I think that he cared little for public life; 
certainly he had none of the outward indications 
of the office-seeker. He was 40 years of age 
when elected a member. of the Legislature, the 
only political office he ever held except that of 
Governor, But when in 1864 an ill advised at- 
tempt was made to defeat his nomination, his 
wrath was roused, and broke forth in a fiery tor- 
reut of words, Suid he: ‘I hold a priest's office: I 
have ministered at the altar while the best blood 
of the old Commonwealth was being poured out 
upon it like water, and from that position I will 
not be driven until this contest is ended, even 
though I have to go out and speak on every hill- 
top in Massachusetts.’ This was sufficient; the 
Philistines did not care to try titles with the Lord's 
annointed. 

“He was not without his faults; perfection is 
not given to humanity. He was sometimes restive 
and impatient, if not positively unreasonable. His 
course with regard to the murderer Green and his 
temporary estrangement from Sumner may be 
mentioned as instances of this; but these were the 
merest surface blemishes, which hardly detracted 
from the symmetry and grandeur of his character. 
His personal influenee upon all who came in 
contact with him, from the poor culprit who 
was liberated from prison by his exertions, and 
who afterward became his private secrefary, 
up to the men of culture and position whom 
his magnetism drew around fim, was marvel- 
ous. They seemed to light their torches at his 
flame. The inspiration of his enthusiasm was for 
the time being upon them. I have never seen 
anything like it in other men, and even now, after 
the lapse of 16 years, I cannot speak or write of 
him without feeling something of the thrill bis 
presence always gave. Lis devotion to the colored 
race knew no bounds: not because of their color, 
but simply because they were hated, oppressed, 
and down-trodden. Which of you who, were 
present will ever forget the Saturday after- 
noon when he entered our cluh-room, followed 
by two light mulattos, whom he introduced as Mr. 
Rondonnez and Mr. Rertoneaux, representative 
of the colored men of New-Orleans? Saidhe: ‘I 
propose that we give these men a dinner, und at 
that dinner I wish to preside.’ The dinner was 
given and the Governor presided with more than 
his accustomed brilliancy and eloquence overs. the 
eompany of distinguished men which the influence 
of his creat name had called together to do honor 
to a couple of social outcas's, who were even then 
unable to procure lodgings in any respectab'e hotel 
in the city of Bosten. Perhaps the happiest mo- 
ment of his life was when he stood on the steps 
of the State House and reviewed the first colored 
regiment as it passed before him with steady 
tread and flying banners under the command of 
the chivalric and gallant Shaw. With almost 
superhuman energy he had at last accomplished 
his purpose of raising a colored regiment over 
every obstacle which prejudice ana stuvidity could 
interpose, and he knew that from thenceforth the 
black man was to earn his place in the regenerated 
Republic by shedding his biood in defense of that 
Union which had hitherto been the source of his 
degradation and woe, but which was hereafter to 
become the bulwark of bis liberty and enfranchise- 
ment. From that bour Andrew's Administration 
was one continuous triumph to the end—the 
triumph of ardeut and sustained enthusiasm in 
polities.”

SOMH MEN NAMLD IN LANGLEY’S 
- PROSPECTUS. 

HOW TWO MEN WERE INDUCED TO AID IA 
ORGANIZING ONE OF THE SWINDLER'S 
SCHEMES AND WHY THEY DROPPED IT, 

The arrest of James H. Langley in Boston 
on Sunday Jast on the charge of wholesale swin- 
dling in stock jobbing eorporations, which was 
published in yesterday morning's Trtxs, astonished 
no one more than tne three New-York gentle- 
men who were among the ineor orators of the 

“United States Construction and Investment 

Company,” his latest and most gigantic swin- 

dle. Mr. Alfred T. Ackert, the well known 


attorney, of No. 61 Liberty-street, was found 
at his residence, No. 10 Kast Fifteenth street, 
last evening. “I wasaskedto lend my name a$al 
ircorporator,” said be, “by a friend whom I have 
known for the past 20 years. He came to me last 
September and told me. that he neeaedfive incorpo- 
rators for the company, the object of which was 
the buy, manufacture, and deal in railroads &@ 

ch ay oe inventions, but more varticularly to man- 
ufacture car wheels. He had the names of two 
Boston gentlemen, and required three New-York 
men to sign the papers also. He told me that it 
might be a good thing for me and that I should be 
the Secretary of the company, withasalary, At 
ail events I had nothing to lose in the matter, and 
Iconsented. On the 6th of last September the 
articles of incorporation were filed {n the office 
of the County Clerk. The other incorporaters 
were Robert H. Boyd, the shoe merchant, at No. 59 
Murray-street; O. W. Jeslyn, the broker. No, 42 
New street, of this City, and John F. Langley and 
A. E. P. Martyn, of Boston. Thetwo latter gentle- 
men did not, however, sign these articles. A few 
days after the incorporation we had a meeting in 
the office or the ‘Continental Construction Com- 
pany,’ at No. 31 Broad-street, and I was told that 
Mr. Langley was to act as President and I as Sec 
retary. I don't remember of the appointments 
being voted upon. I think they were mu- 
tnally agreed upon before. Nothing was 
Gone about the matter, so far as I was 
concerned, until last February. I was then 
given notice by the Tax Department that 
the company was liable for taxes. I immediately 
filed my affidavit with the department to the effect 
that nothing had been p:id in and ne business 
beyond that of organizing had been transacted. 
About a month ago I was sent from Boston a cer- 
tificate of stock signed by Mr. Langley as Presi- 
dent and some one else as Assistant Secretary. I 
sent this back to them directly I received it with 
the indorsement across the face. * Deciined be- 
cause illegally issued.’ I tendered at the same 
time my resignation, and since then have hed 
nothing whatever to do with the concern.” 

“Did you ever know Mr. Langley?” 

“T met bim oneein a suit in which I was em 
ploved last year. But I was personally unacquaint- 
ed with him.” 

“Was not Mr. A. Goodrich Feay, the President of 
the ‘Seaboard and Western Transportation Com- 
pany,’ at No. 31 Broad-sereet, the friend who in- 
duced you to sign the papers?” 

“I would rather not say. The meeting took 
place at his office, however, and he was interested 
in some manner in the scheme.” 

“Why didn't he sign as xn incorporatoras well 
as his brother-in-law, Mr. Boyd?” 

“I believe that he was interested in some other 
compani-s with the same parties, and did not 
want to take so active a part in this. You ean 
say that [think Mr. Boyd and Mr. Jo-lyn are ag 
innocent of any wrong in this matter as[ am. ] 
believe we have all been induced to enter into the 
plan to defraud the publie, and I shall endeavor ta 
probe the matter to the core and give the 
rascals over to justice. I do not know of 
any of the fraudulent stock being disposed 
of in New-York. [I think they would 
hardly he bold enough to try that in the same city 
that the innocent incorporators lived. [ think, 
though, that the company could have been suc- 
cessful if there had been no frand in its manage- 
ment. Inregardto Fay, my impression was that 
he was interested quite largely with the Boston 
parties, but I do not know that it was so.” 

Mr. O. W. Joslyn, another inecorvorator, wag 
seen at nis residenee, No. 677 Madison-avenue, last 
evening. He said: ‘I feel very indignant and 
annoyed at this occurrence. Last Fail Mr. Fay 
came to me with his brother-in-law, Mr. R. N. 
Boyd. and asked me asa personal favorto sign 
the artieles as an incorporatcr, explaining that the 
company was Intended to do business in another 
State, but they desired to organize under New- 
York Jaws. I told bim that I did not want to have 
anything to de with the company; that I had all 
the business of my own that 1 could attend to. I 
finally consented, under the express condition 
that I should be allowed to resign from the 
Directory as soon as the incorporation had been 
completed. The papers were accordingly sent to 
my office, and after a careful examination of* the 
articles I signed them. <A few days afterward 
these two gentlemen and ene ortwo others came 
to my office, which was then at No. 15 New-street, 
and after arganizing a meeting I tendered my 
resignation, whieh was promptly accepted. From 
that day until this morning, when I read the story 
in Tue Times, I have heard nothing regarding the 
company, and could hardly have told the name of 
the concern. I never heard Langiey’s name men- 
tioned in that conhection. I have known Both Mr, 
Fay and Mr. Boyd for years. I employed Mr. Fay 
to go to Engiand and purchase several million 
dollars’ worth of railroad bonds for me, about 
four years ago, and [have always had the highest 
regard for him as aman of honesty and veracity. 
I sent for him to come to my office this morning. 
He came, and told me that he had Mr.’Ackert’s af- 
fidavit of last February that the company had 
practically gone out of existence. He said he was 
asinnocent asIam. I told him I wanted proofs of 
his innocence and of the truth of his statements. I 
had been led into the affair by him, and if he had 
willingly wronged mel should prosecute him to 
the full extent of the law.’’ 

Mr. M. Randolph, of Randolph & Co., No. 132 
Nassau-street, in this City, was named as the ex- 
pert in patent cases,in the prospectus of the 
United States Construetion and Investment Com- 
pany. Mr. Randolph says that his name was used 
without his knowledge or eonsent. He knew noth- 
ing of it or of the organizatign of the eompany un- 
til he saw the story in Tus Trwxs yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Langley, he says, owes him over $400 for ° 
patents procured and drawings made forthe Con- 
tinental Construction Company of Coneord. 

It was stated yesterday that Mr. Langley had 
never had an office at No. 31 Broad-street, but that 
the Continental Construction Company had. Mr. 
Langley was one of the projectors of this concern, 
which went out of business recently. Mr. Say and 
Mr. K. H. Boyd are brothers-in-law, each havin 
married a daughter of the late John H. Ranson, o 
this City, a prominent merchant, and at one time 
the President of the Lake Shore and Michigaa 
Southern Railroad Company. 


Boston, June 4.—James H. Langley was 
arraigned to-day and pleaded not guilty. The Dis- 
trict Attorney stated that a number of new cases 
would be presented against Langley this week. and 
consequently bail was fixed inthe sum of $8,000. 
The Inspectors of Police had three additional caseg 
reported to them to-day.

THE SUN’S HEAT. 

The American Astronomical Society met 
last evening in the Packer Institute, Brooklyn, &.V, 
White, President, inthe ehair. The matter of se- 
curing a reading-room to be furnished with scien- 
tific periodicals for the convenience of the mem- 
bers and for the meetings of the society was re- 


ferred to the Finance Cummittee with instructions 
to report at the October meeting. After the trans- 
action of some routine business Prof. C. A. Young, 
of Princeton, opened a discussion on ‘‘ The Fuel of 
the Sun.” He held to the Helmholtz theory that 
the shrinkage of the sun accounts for the heat 
it gives out. The theory that the heat 
of the sun is owing to the impact of meteoric 
matter ke rejeeted as improbable. If solar heat 
were secured in that way we ought to get as inuch 
heat on the earth from the shooting stars as we da 
from the sun. One of the chief difficulties that 
vresented itself was the fact that the temperatura 
of the sun had not been ascertained. Prof. Young 
Aisenssed a theory held by a Mr. Gregg. of Eneg- 
jand, that the sun does not send heat in all direc- 
tions. Mr. White was inclined to believe in the 
theory that the heat of the sun was caused by the 
impact of meteoric matter. It had oceurred to him 
that the Creator might have piaced a continually 
attracted mass around the sun which required the 
heat of the sun to consume. Mr. G. S. Hiscox read 
a paper on solar physics generaily, and the differ. 
ent theories as to what constituted the sua’s fuel 
were discussed by Mr. G. P. Serviss, Prof. W. @ 
Levison, Mr. H. M. Parkhurst, and others,

4 FIERCE ASSAULT ON THE BRADY 
RING. 

@&R. MERRICK CONTINUES HIS ARGUMENT— 
HARD FACTS FOR THE JURY—THE RING'S 
METHODS SCATHINGLY REVIEWED. 

WASHINGTON, June 4,—In the Criminal Court 
to-day Mr. Merrick resumed his address t» the jury. 
He quoted Brady's policy looking to a daily mail 
on every star route, and producing a tabulated 
statement he showed that a daily service micht 
have been put upon each of the routes mentioned 
in the indictment forasum much smailer than that 
paid for expedition. He declared that a frequent 
slow service was far more valuable than an infre- 
quent expedited service. 

The foreman said that perhaps the length of the 
route would make a difference. 

Mr. Merrick replied that the proposition was 
true, regardless of the length of the route. Mr. 
Merrick said that three trips per week on the 
Tongue River route, under the expedited schedule 
cost $20,900 per year more than a daily but slow 
service would have cost. A motive for this— 
Brady's act—the jury must find. When they 


touched the motive, that threw a flood of light 
upon the aet and made it as pure as heaven or as 
biack as hell. If there was any scheme for de- 
frauding the Treasury in connection witb these 
reutes thal genius or rascality eould conceive that 
had not been practiced, he had been unable to leara 
of it. He was amazed at their fecundity in schemes 
of that kind; all was changed now. No morerob- 
beries in the self-sustainin Post Office Department; 
no more deficiencies. The people were satistied 
and the mail was carried with the regularity of 
the sun's course. Mr. Merrick fiercely denounced 
Brady, saying that he had had the audacity to 
threaten to destroy the star route service if his de- 
mand fora deficiency appropriation of $2.000,000 
was not granted. When his letter—that extraor- 
dinary piece of dynamite—exploded in the House 
of Representatives 50 men sprang at once to their 
feet and demanded an investigation, The commit- 
tee was appointed, Biaekburn was the Chairman, 
but it was impossible to get at the facts. They 
just scratched the surface, for these offieers were 
50 siippery that it needed a well-sanded hand to 
hold them. But they got at enough to learn that 
the whole atmosphere of the Post Office Depart- 
ment under Brady was impregnated with crime. 
Brady caught Congress in a tight place, and they 
let him have some money to save the service. 
But they resolved to step the wildest flincs 
of his wild dance of extravagance. They told 
him that they knew of the fraud, and ordered 
him to make no more expedition during that year. 

The “ Ginger letter’? was read, and Brady's sud- 
den and unexplained ‘accumulation of wealth was 
seathingly commented upon. There never bed 
been such villification of court, counsel, and wit- 
nesses as in this case, said Mr. Merrick. 
pers had been bought by Brady to help him in the 
perpetration of his frauds and to abuse the men 
who sought to expose him. Miner had admitted 
that he lied to Postmaster Hayes, and a man who 
lied in his business transact ons would commit 
perjury on the stand. Along explanation cf the 
legal definition of a conspiracy followed, and Mr. 
Merrick asserted that he had brought the defend- 
ants together within the meaning of the law. The 
court then adjourned. Merrick will conclude his 
address on Wednesday.

the bridge engineer be placed in the Mall 
of the Common Council. The resolution 
further set forth that Mr. Roebling was 
eminently entitled to this honor, and that it should 
be granted so as to remove astigma which was 
cast upon him some time ago by asking his with- 
drawal from the position of chief engineer. The 
“stigma” portion of Alderman McCarty’s reso!u- 
tion was well understood to refer to the action of 
Mayor Low in seeking the retirement of Mr. 
Roebling, so as to give charge of the work to an 
engineer who was not physically incapacitated 
from giving personal attention to the work. A 
long debate followed. Alderman Menninger de- 
fended the course pursued by Mayor Low, and said 
that it did not at ail reflect on Mr. Roebling. Many 
of the Aldermen, while willing to pay acompliment 
to Mr. Roebling, expressed their unwillingness to 
vote for the resolution as itrexd. They thought 
all reference to Mayor Low's action should be 
omitted from the resolution, and, on motion of 
Alderman Menninger, the resolution was laid upon 
the table by a vote of 15 to 9. 

The Aldermen resolved to adjourn from the sec- 
ond Monday in July to the first Monday in October, 
except on the first Thursday in August and the 
first Thursday in September, and during that time 
all of the publie buildings are to be elosed at noon 
on each day, except when the Aldermen are sitting. 

The Board of Estimate was requested to appro- 
priate $50,000 for a fire -boat to be used for the pro- 
tection of the warehouses along the river-front. 
Alderman Phillips moved that the Atlantic-Avenue 
Railroad Company be compelled to reduce its fare 
from the ferries to East New-York to 5 cents, the 
same as charged by the Brooklyn City Railroad 
Company. The fare froin the ferries to East New- 
York via the rapid trinsit road is 10 cents, and 
under the Atlantic-Avenue Railroad Company's 
agreement with the city itis beld tnatit has no 
legal right to charge more than 5 cents. The reso- 
lution was referred to the Committee on Railroads.

—————__—_ 

A GENERAL FALLING OFF IN PRICE 

CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE. 


Curcaco, June 4.—The leading produce markets 
were more active to-day and mostly weak. The fine 
weather was too much for strength in grain, es- 
pecially as receipts were rather large. and the exhibit 
on the lard deal did not encourage confidence in pro- 
visions. In all departments the leading feature was 
a dispositior to sell long stuff, with little demand for 
futures, except as the shorts filled moderately at the 
lower prices asked, There was a less active business 
in chartering, the falling off being largely due to a 
comparative scarcity of spot vessel room. 

Provisiors were moderately active and weak dur- 
ing the first hour, the feeling afterward being steadier 
at the reduced prices. Pork closed on "Change 224« to 
25 cents below the latest prices of Saturday, at §19 10 
bid for July and $19 25 asked for August. Lard 


ciosed fully 15 cents lower, at $1160 bid for 
July and $11 20 bid for August. Short ribs 
closed at 124g cents lower, at $9 90 for July 
and $10 02% asked for August. Liverpool quoted a 
reduction of 3d. in lard, and our receipts were larce 
enough to induce lower prices at the stock yards, 
‘These facts, with the weakness in wheat, icade prod- 
uct weigh rather beavily in the hands of holders, and 
there was not much outside demand to stimulate 
prices. The inquiry for shipment seemed to be es- 
pecially dull. The outeome of the lard geal for June 
wus Dot regarded as a reason for strength, and that 
article was offered for August delivery with unusuai 
freedom, which caused that month to sell 40 cents be- 
lew the priee for July. in the afternoon the market 
was very weak. She near futures were only easier 
aud closed steady, but the long futures were decided- 
ly heavy, year pork selling down 20 cents per barrel. 

Fiour was dull and unchanged. The trading was 
chiefly local, as foreign orders were discouraged by 
the decline in wheat. 

W heat was rather more active and weakened slow- 
ly, closing on ’Change about 2 cents below the latest 
prices of Saturda .at$l 154 for July and $1 14% for 
August. The lIritish markets were quoted easter. 
Our receipts were rather large and the weather was 
warmer. Locai deaiers were bearish and New-York 
folxs were on the selling side, while St. Louis was 
buying. The iatter city was very strong at home, 
which invited buying here against sales made 
tnere. This fact seemed to be avout the 
only thing that prevented a bigger decline 
in Chicago. As was stated last week, the 
outiook in the South and South- wes: is very bad, and 
the reports from that section tell moston St. Louis, 
while the reporis from the North-west give promise 
of agood crop, which affects Chicago. To ‘he last 
named fact is added the apparent indifference of 
Western Europe to the course of prices here. Late 
summings up by authorities there indicate that they 
have «Jready headed toward them all except about 
2,500,000 bushels of the wheat that will be required to 
tide them over till the next Hritish harvest is availa 
bie. Pence the prospect of 2 vigorous export demand 
tor our present surplus is a decidediv thin one. The 
view of these things caused fatigue on the part of 
holders. The demand for cur lots was quiet on Spring 
and almost lifeless for Winter grades. On the after 
noon call the market decliued 3¢ to & cent, and on the 
curbstone was quoted easy at the reduction. 

Corn was active and weak. Itciosed on ‘Change % 
to 1 cent below the latest prices of Saturday, at 574¢ 
cents {or July and 58 cents for August. The public 
toreign advices were contradictory, but private dis- 
patches noted tameness. The weather here was 
warmer and receipts were large, and the offerings of 
freight room were too scant toinvite an active shi 
pind demand. The weakness in wheat was also ad- 
Verse to strength in corn. There was a good deal of 
selling on the , art of hoiders, especially on the lon 
tutures, which were the weake tim spite of the fac 
of big receipts. Car-lots of No. 2 were generally 
sieady, the demand for earrying into July » bsorbing 
much of the offerings, but the lower grades were 
weak under the increased supply. On the afternoon 
eal! the market fell off another 3 to }4 cent, and 
closed tame at he decline. 

A telegram from St. Louis says that a year ago at 
this time that eity bad sent fully 590,000 grain sacks 
into the country, and this year scarcely 1,000. That 
isalarge differenee. It is understood to be due aito. 
gether to the vastly poorer outiook for the wheat 
crop in the region tributary to St. Louis. The market 
there was very strong tu-day—kept so by reports from 
Southern IlNnois, Indiana. and Missouri to the effect 
thatthe wheat cropis miserable. Some folks there

? The investigation of the bridge disaster 


jby a Coroner’s jury was begun yesterday, 
and Superintendent Martin and Trustee 
HSYRANAHAN were examined. Mr. Martin, 
While defending the sufficiency of the police 
Yorce, admitted that a well-drilled body of 
policemen might have averted the panic. 
In that case the provision was insufticient, 
%or there should: have been a well-drilled 
force, and the panic should have been 
averted if it were possible by such 
jmeans. He also defended the stair- 
ways, although there is no manner 
pf doubt that they’ were the immediate cause 
of the calamity. It certainly would have 
‘been possible to avoid them in the first in- 
stance, though the remedy may not be easy 
yow. Probably short inclined planes would 
prove a remedy worse than the disease. 
Both Mr. Martimx and Mr. Srrana- 
HAN laid much stress on the re- 
lief that will come when the cars 
wre running. This will undoubtedly 
be great on all ordinary occasions, but there 
‘will still be a likelihood of crowds on the 
‘promenade on exceptional occasions, and 
‘they are the ones for which provision should 
‘be made. The Trustees should not pass this 
Gisaster over as a special dispensation not 
jikely to be repeated, but give their serious 
pitention to the problem of making the 
promenade absolutely safe. 


The bridge has already had the effect of 
‘bringing down the fares for teams of vari- 
pus kinds on the boats of the Union Ferry 
Company.

Delayed information concerning an at- 
tempt by Fenians to destroy the Welland 
Canal reaches us from Canada. According 
to this story, the Dominion Government 
was told that a conspiracy had been formed 
to blow up the works of tke canal connect- 
ing the upper and lower lakes on May 14, 
that day having been selected for the hang- 
ing of Joz Brapy, one cf the Phenix Park 
assassins. The plot failed, as we all know, 
and we just now learn that the Government, 
being warned, stationed sentries along the 
line of the canal at points where the 
work of devastation was most likely to 
be attempted, Fifteen men, carrying sach- 
els or traveling bags, arrived on the scene. 
They went to the canal, and, seeing the sen- 
tinecls posted, went away again without es- 
saying to execute their fiendish purpose. By 
some extraordinary oversight the dynamiters 
were allowed to escape without arrest or ex- 
amination. It is possible that there are peo- 
ple in the world so foolish as to wish to de- 
stroy public works in British dominions, by 
way of warning to the Government. But 
there is about this particular tale an odor of 
fishiness, 


The treatment of James Carey is not cal- 
culated to encourage others who may be 
thinking of turning State’s evidence. The 
British Government, it seems, will dump 
CAREY upon any part of the globe which he 
may choose, and then wash its hands of him, 
as, indeed, it must be anxious to do. CAREY 
himself, it seems, prefers to stay in Dublin, 
but the authorities have pointed out to him 
that he ‘‘ would receive no police protec- 
tion.”’ This cannot mean that they propose 
to put him under the ban of outlawry, but 
only that he will get no special protection, 
and, of course, his existeuce anywhere in 
Ireland will be a standing invitation to a 
breach of the peace. As acriminal under 
indictment, Carey is absolutely at the mercy 
of the officials. It will be impossible for 
him to pick out a habitable spot where he 
will be secure from Irishmen, and his future 
cannot present to him a cheering prospect. 





Judge BarRReTT yesterday, in dissolving 
an injunction restraining the Trustees of the 
cathedral from removing the bodies buried 
in a cemetery in Eleventh-street, took occa- 
sion to lay down the general law applicable 
to all cases of the same character. These 
cases are almost sure to arise whenever the 
ground once devoted to burial has become 
desirable for other uses and an affectionate 
or litigious survivor of any person buried 
there opposes the removal. The wealth and 
influence of the Corporation of Trinity have 
thus far kept the churchyards of Trinity and 
St. Paul’s from conversion to secular uses, 
although the sudden expression of gratitude 
to certain obscure Revolutionary heroes, in 
the form of a monument which obstructed 
the extension of Pine-street, partook of the 
nature of a shrewd and secular dodge. Asa 
matter of sentiment most people would prefer 
to have their bodies decently and reverently 
removed than left in an abandoned cemetery, 
and the growth of cities is a movement with 
which such sentiments can not and ought not 
to interfere. The rights of the dead in the 
soil must yield, when there is a conflict, to 
the rights of the living. 





ANOTHER WARNING. 


A Berlin dispatch, which occupied but a 
line or two in our columns yesterday morn 
ing, contained intelligence of considerable 
importance to the United States. It read: 
“The Bundesrath has decided against the 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 15} to 1.” 
This is in the nature of a final decree of 
failure to the vigorous bi-metallic move- 
ment of which M. Henri CERnNuscar 
has so long been the enthusiastic and 
accomplished leader, and which our 
own silver mine owners have _in- 
geniously turned to their own_ profit. 
The Cernuschi movement, like nearly every 
other in which the average Frenchman en- 
lists, was bound up in what the English 
would call a ‘‘cry,’’ and which the fervent 
Italian banker is wont to call his mot 
d’ordre. ‘‘ Fifteen anda half to one’’ car- 
ried with it to the advocates of bi-metallism 
a certain talismanic effect. It was when 
France was coining freely all the silver that 
came to her mints at the rate of fifteen and 
a half parts of silver te one of gold that she 
formed the famous ‘‘reservoir’’ which was 
supposed io keep at their proper levels 
the stores of gold and silver throughout 
the world. And it was by extending the 
policy based on this ratio among the great 
financial powers that M. Cernuscur and his 
school expected to solve the vexed problem 
of the relation of the two coinage metals to 
each other. For some time past there have 
been vague outgivings that BisMaRCK was 
inclined to experiment in this direction, and 
it was hoped that his potent influence with 
the Bundesrath, the body representative of 
the various States forming the German Em- 
pire, would induce it to make at least a com- 
mencement. 

The Bundesrath’s refusal to do so will be 
a severe blow to the little band of theorists 
who have made so noisy and so gallant a 
fight for their pet hobby, though; with the 
serene confidence of genuine fanatics, they 
will not abandon the struggle. Meanwhile, 
the sensible portion of the people of the 
United States will do well to consider how 
this latest check to bi-metallism leaves our 
own singularly muddled currency policy. 
That policy was avowedly undertaken with 
the purpose of promoting the free coinage 
of silver, in common with gold, at a uniform 
ratio throughout the civilized world. It was 
an odd way of serving this purpose to 
select a ratio which no other nation had ever 
adopted, and which did not correspond to 
the commercial value of the two metals at 
the time of its selection, nor to any which 
had prevailed for along time, nor to any 
that was likely to prevail within the life of 
the present generation. But bungling as the 
method was, its purpose was well defined, 
and it was defended on the ground that the 
coinage of twenty-eight millions a year, 
more or less, by the United States, would 
“bring the commercial value of silver nearer 
to the old ratio with that of gold and 
would add to the chances of getting 
some ratio, if not our own, adopted. Noth- 
ing of the kind has happened. Undoubted- 
ly the purchase by the United States Gov- 
ernment, with the money of the tax-payers, 
of from 52 per cent, to 66 per cent. of the 
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annual product of our silver mines has 
tended to prevent a further decline in the 
price of silver bullion; but it has not ad- 
vanced the price, and the silver dollars have 
continued to be intrinsically worth from 16 
per cent. to 18 per cent. less than their face 
value. - Foreign nations, like Germany, 
have reasoned that if a forced market 
like this for nearly three-fifths of the 
United States product of silver has not 
driven up the price, it was quite too risky 
for them to venture on the experiment of 
coinage at a lower ratio than ours. And in 
France, the chosen home of bi-metallism, 
the mints have remained closed to silver as 
completely as those of England. No na- 
tion except our own can afford to lock up 
$125,000,000 in five years out of admiration 
for an exploded theory, and no other nation 
has a powerful lobby of silver miners with 
representatives in its legislature to boldly 
support so absurd a fraud upon the tax- 
payers. 

The report of the Director of the Mint, 
just published by Congress, shows that the 
annual product of silver in this country 
for 1882 was 8.8 per cent. greater than that 
for 1881, while the product of gold was 7.2 
per cent. less. This does not probably in- 
dicate a permanent tendency, but it isa fact 
to be taken into account, and it does not 
encourage the perpetual coinage of silver 
into 82-cent dollars. The sensible thing for 
Congress to do would be to stop the coinage 
of silver dollars, reduce the amount of small 
notes in circulation so as to gradually 
absorb the accumulation of silver already 
made, and leave Messrs. Jones and Farr 
and the other mine owners to take care of 
their property for themselves. 


THE PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 

Those who are interested in the reorgani- 
zation of the Republican Party in this City 
expect much aid in maintaining reform in 
the district associations, if once it can be ef- 
fected, from the primary election Jaw passed 
at the late session of the Legislature. This 
law is precisely the same in terms with that 
which has been in existence for a year, but 
applicable only to the County of Kings. It 
is intended to prevent many of the abuses 
which have heretofore prevailed in the con- 
duct of primary elections. 

Section 1 of this law makes it a misde- 
meanor for any person to ‘‘ falsely person- 
ate and vote under the name of any other 
person,’’ or intentionally to vote without the 
right to do so, or willfully and wrongfully 
to obstruct and prevent others from vot- 
ing who have the right to do so, or fraudu- 
lently and wrongfully to conceal or destroy 
ballots cast, or intentionally and wrongfully 
deposit ballots in the ballot-box or take 
them therefrom, or ‘‘commit any other 
fraud or wrong tending to defeat or affect 
the result of the election.”’ 

Section 2 provides that the presiding 
oflicer and inspectors at any such election 
shall make and sign an oath in the form re- 
quired of inspectors at general elections. It 
also provides that any person offering to 
vote may be challenged by any other per- 
son entitled to vote, and in that case his vote 
shall not be received unless he take oath as 
to Bis qualifications, and it is made the duty 
of the presiding officer or inspectors to ad- 
minister such oath. False swearing in such 
case 1s declared to be perjury and punisha- 
ble as such. 

By section 8 it is made a misdemeanor 
for any inspector, teller, or canvasser at a 
primary election knowingly to receive the 
vote of a person challenged or known to 
him not to be entitled to vote, unless such 
person shall first have been sworn as to his 
qualifications, or in any manner fraudulent- 
ly and wrongfully to put ballots into the 
box or take them therefrom or to mix any 
ballots with those cast, or knowingly to 
make any false count, canvass, statement, 
certificate, or return of the ballots cast. 

Section 4 makes it a misdemeanor for 
any person chosen as a delegate at a primary 
election or convention to accept any money 
or valuable thing as a consideration for his 
vote as such delegate. 

Section 5 defines primary elections as 
those ‘‘held by any political party, conven- 
tion, organization, or association, or dele- 
gates therefrom, for the purpose of choosing 
candidates for office or the election of dele- 
gates to other conventions, or for the pur- 
pose of electing officers of any political 
party, organization, convention, or associa- 
tion.”’ 

Section 6 declares that no person under 
21 years of age or not a citizen of the 
United States shall be entitled to vote at 
such elections, and section 7 prescribes the 
penalty for offenses declared to be misde- 
meanors as ‘‘a fine not exceeding $3,000 or 
imprisonment not exceeding three years,”’ 
or both. 

The ‘‘ qualifications’ of voters within 
the meaning of the act are those “ pre- 
scribed by the regulations of the associa- 
tion holding the primary or convention.”’ 
If, then, inany plan of reorganization, the 
qualifications can be satisfactorily defined, 
or, ia other words, if membership in the 
associations can be placed on a satisfactory 
basis, the law will put into the hands of 
honest voters a weapon which, if reso- 
lutely used, would give them power to put 
a stop to fraud in the conduct of primary 
elections. Bat everything would have to 
be done from the inside, and therefore 
everything would depend upon the com- 
position and control of the associations, with 
which the law has nothing to do. 


PAPAL INFLUENCE IN AMERICA. 


As the territory of the United States is in- 
cluded in the field of missionary operations 
committed to the care of the Propaganda in 
Rome, there is no unreasonableness in the 
report sent to the Herald from Rome con- 
cerning a proposed provincial council of 
the whole American church. The Baltimore 
Council was convened in 1866, and many 
questions affecting the intimate relations of 
the Catholic Church of America to Rome 
have since arisen. The attitude of the clergy, 
if not of the whole body of the Catholic 
Church, upon Irish political questions is one 
which is just now giving serious trouble 
to every intelligent member of that com- 
munion; and it may be said that the 
Irish question (as the whole subject may 
be roughly described) is the only one which 
seriously disquiets the Holy See. 

How far the American flock of the Holy 
Shepherd in Rome have strayed from the 
teachings of the church it is not necessary 
to rehearse in detail, It is certain that con- 
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trioutions to funds intended for the prosecu- 


tion of revolutionary and bloody work have. 


been sent t6 Tréland by Catholie Irishmen in 
America. It is also certain that secret as- 
sociations are now in existence in this coun- 
try, manned entirely by Irishmen, (most of 
whom are Oatholics,) for the purpose of 
alding movements that have been publicly 
and repeatedly banned by the Pope. It 
was a serious blow to the efficiency of these 
organizations which was felt in the circu- 
lar letter of the Popé to the Irish clergy, 
forbidding their participation in schemes 
of Irish agitation. Now the Pope proposes 
to take another and more decided step in the 
direction already indicated. Through the 
Propaganda, which is the Papal Missionary 
Council, it is intended to call a plenary 
council of the Catholic American clergy. 
The purpose of this council, it isannounced, 
is ‘‘to concert various disciplinary meas- 
ures tending to render the mode of spiritual 
and social life of Catholic ecclesiastics more 
austere and severe than under the influence 
of democratic republican institutions it has 
become lately.’”” The average American 
citizen, tolerably familiar with the habits of 
thought and manners of the American Cath- 
olic clergy, will say that the proposed coun- 
cil will undertake a pretty tough job. 

The Catholic clergy on this side of the 
water (not to mention the laity) could not be 
expected to know that preparations for calling 
a plenary council are being made in Rome. 
The American Cardinal is the only person 
likely to receive information in advance of 
the issuing of the call. His advice would 
possibly, and very properly, be solicited by 
the Propaganda. It should be borne in 
mind that the present Pope is not a politi- 
clan; previous to his elevation to the pontifi- 
cal chair he was almost a recluse, devoted to 
the interests of the church on its religious 
side. It is inevitable (speaking from the 
non-infallibility point of view) that the Holy 
Father should be misled by some of his 
counselors. His notions concerning the re- 
lation of priest and people in Ireland; and 
more especially in America, must be some- 
what vague. They are almost sure to be 
incorrect. A plenary council of American 
Catholic ecclesiastics would enlighten the 
Pope and would help to piece out his shak- 
en infallibility. 

But itis by no means so certain that the 
American Archbishops are to be summoned 
to Rome to receive instructions, as reported. 
If the council is to be held, a previous as- 
sembling of the higher clergy in Rome 
would seem to be superfluous, unless, in- 
deed, it is proposed to lecture these lax ec- 
clesiastics, whose flocks have, by all means in 
their power, fomented the disturbances in 
Ireland so much deprecated by the Pope. 
Queerly enough, one American priest, who 
has been interviewed upon this question and 
who takes this view of the matter, says 
that itis evident to his mind that the au- 
thorities of the Church of Rome have de- 
termined to do all in their power to put 
a stop to the interference of the clergy in 
political and non-religious questions. This 
clergyman is not familiar with the history of 
the Catholic Church, or he has read it with- 
out understanding. Butit is too late for 
the Roman Pontiff to attempt to scare the 
priesthood from that intimate contact with 
the body of the laity, at all points, which is 
the characteristic of the Catholic Church in 
America. Intelligent Americans think for 
themselves, whether they are of the Catholic 
or the Protestant communion. This growing 
habit of men doing their own thinking has 
insensibly, but certainly, weakened the hold 
which Rome has upon Catholic America. 
It would not be surprising if the Irish ques- 
tion should be the instrument to loosen that 
hold to a degree which no Provincial Coun- 
cil could possibly modify. 





A FERKY AND A HOSPITAL. 


Among the many examples of unnatural, 
loose, and unwise legislation are some of 
the provisions of the Union Ferry Com- 
pany’s charter, which have been ignored 
and made ineffective by the persons who 
were bound, as the law-makers supposed, to 
obey them. Foreseeing that the profits of 
the company would be large, the Legisla- 
ture decided that the surplus remaining after 
the payment of an annual dividend of 10 
per cent., and after provision for contingent 
liabilities, the building of new boats, &c., 
should be given to the Brooklyn Hospital. 
This charter was granted in 1854, and several 
of the incorporators of the ferry company 
were also founders of the hospital to which 
the surplus was to be paid. Four of the 
gentlemen who are now Directors of the 
ferry company are also Trustees of the hos- 
pital, and any one not acquainted with the 
ways of powerful and wealthy corporations 
might suppose that while administering the 
affairs of the stronger they would not re- 
fuse to protect the interests of the weaker of 
the two institutions intrusted to their care. 

What are the facts? Twenty-eight years 
passed, and the hospital had not received 
one cent from the overflowing coffers of the 
ferry company. The dividends allowed by 
law had been paid, and a great sum had 
been invested by the company in United 
States bonds, but the appeals of the hospital 
were not heeded. The hospital has been 
sorely in need, and has lived upon charity. 
At last, unable to secure any part of the 
surplus to which it was entitled, its Trustees, 
including those who were at the same time 
Directors of the ferry company, made an 
offer. If the ferry company would give 
them $75,000 they would waive the claim 
which the hospital had under the charter, 
and would give a receipt in full for all de- 
mands, past, present, and future. The Di- 
reetors of the ferry company—including, of 
course, those who were at the same time 
Trustees of the needy hospital—paid the 
money and took the receipt. And now it is 
said that the terry company has a surplus of 
$850,000 in bonds. The little transaction 
which severed tae apparent connection be- 
tween the two institutions took place one 
year ago. 

Had the hospital any right to give this re- 
ceipt in full while the law provided that the 
ferry company should be under continuing 
obligations to pay over its surplus? This is 


one of the questions which are suggested. 


What disposition of the surplus of $850,000 
can the ferry company now make? 1s there 
any way in which this money can legally be 
divided among the stockholders? Either by 
blunder or by design the charter speci- 
fied no time for the payment of surplus 
to the hospital, and it is held that 
payment might haye been postponed 


until the dissolution of the ferry 


company. It is provided, however, 
fateh the time of dissolution the net capi- 
tal shall be applied in payment.of capital 
stock at par value, and that the surplus then 
remaining, tf any, shall be paid to the hospi- 
tal. But under the provision that author- 
izes the company to reserve a fund for an- 
ticipated as well as current expenses, it is 
said that the entire surplus could have been 
withheld from the‘hospital until the date of 
dissolution, as it was, in fact, withheld until 
the hospital consented to accept a compro- 
mise. 

One of the Directors—who is et the same 
time a Trustee of the Hospitai—holds that 
the clause requiring payments to be made 
to the hospital is invalid. The company 
has recognized its validity, however, by 
paying $75,000 and taking a receipt. If 
one clause be invalid, is not the whole 
charter overthrown by this defect? Other 
interesting questions will occur to those 
who give a little thought to the subject. 

It could not be expected, however, that a 
law so unnatural would be strictly obeyed, 
especially after it had been so loosely drawn. 
Why should the patrons of Fulton ferry be 
taxed for the support of a hospital in Brook- 
lyn? There is no natural connection be- 
tween the two institutions, and the effort to 
create an artificial one without reason has 
failed. If legislators feared that the com- 
pany would make too much money, 
they should have provided for a re- 
duction of profits by a reduction of 
fares. ‘I'here was no good reason for forc- 
ing a part of the population to contribute 
to the support of the hospital while other 
persons were exempted from the tax. The 
charter in this particular was unjust, unwise, 
unnatural, and framed so as to invite the 
evasion of its provisions. No wonder that 
it has failed in this direction to accomplish 
the purpose for which 1t was drawn. 


THE RELEASE OF THE HOME 
RULERS. 


Everybody, except the Irish advocates of 
dynamite, will be gratified by the announce- 
ment that Davitt, Hearty, and Quinn have 
been released from Kilmainham after serv- 
ing only four of the six months’ imprison- 
ment to which they were sentenced in Feb- 
ruary for making inflammatory speeches. 

These three men were guilty of no crime 
which was not common to the whole popu- 
lation of Ireland. Their speeches were very 
hkely more influential, but were not more 
inflammatory, than those of all other Irish- 
men who talked on the same subject. Dav- 
ITT, in particular, has more sense and mod- 
eration than almost any other Irish agitator 
who is equally conspicuous. He is not 
one of the demagogues of whom Ire- 
land produces a never-failing crop. On 
the contrary, his disinterestedness is 
not questioned, and in _ his _ public 
utterances there is no such mixture 
of private resentment with public spirit 
as most men who have undergone the same 
experience would show and would be 
pardonable for showing. To lock up men 
like Davirris not only to make martyrs 
of them. It is to ‘‘inflame’’ the people 
whom they represent far more than any 
speeches of their own could do. It is treat- 
ing the spokesmen and representatives of a 
people who are at least in numbers worthy 
to constitute a nation as the ringleaders of 
a mob, and it smacks of Nero’s pious 
desire that the Roman people had only one 
neck that he might have the satisfaction of 
cutting it off. It was not practicable to 
lock up the whole Irish people, but it was 
practicable to lock up some of the men 
who most conspicuously represented them. 

This, at least, we may be sure was the view 
which was taken of the matter in Ireland. 
The Government in releasing the men prob- 
ably means to signify that the exigency has 
passed which justified it in imprisoning 
them, and that free speech can again be tol- 
erated in Ireland. The only events which 
have occurred to change the situation in Ire- 
land since the men were sentenced have 
been the trials and executions of four ot 
the Phenix Park murderers. These have 
unquestionably been impressive and ex- 
emplary events, and have prevented British 
rule in Ireland from becoming contemptible 
to the Insh people, as it surely would have 
become if the murderers had gone unpun- 
ished. But it would be impossible to show 
that the imprisonment of three Irishmen for 
making inflammatory speeches had any ef- 
fect whatever in securing the punishment 
of the murderers, and equally impossible to 
show that it has had any appreciable effect 
in tranquillizing Ireland. In fact, the con- 
currence of 2 prosecution for two horrible 
murders and a prosecution for ‘ inflam- 
matory speeches,’’ so far as it had any 
effect at all upon the Irish mind, must have 
had the effect of seeming to degrade a 
solemn vindication of justice to a petty per- 
secution. 


COLONNA AND GARIBALDI. 


Perhaps the two most illustrious names in 
Italy were last Sunday cast into a Roman bal- 
lot-box. RiccrorrrGaRIBALDI and a Signor 
CoLONNA were on that day voted for as 
candidates for the Chamber of Deputies. 
The one bore the name of Italy’s most he- 
roic soldier, and the other the name of a 
noble Roman house that was powerful and 
famous before the oldest noble house now 
existing in England was founded. 

This is the third time that Riccrorrr Gart- 
BALDI has tried to obtain a seat in Parlia- 
ment. In each of his two earlier contests 
he received a mere handful of votes, but on 
this occasion, although he was beaten, he 
polled 3,096 votes, his opponent receiving 
5,228. That young GARIBALDI could com- 
mand three thousand votes in any electoral 
district is not a pleasant fact for the Italian 
Government. He represents the extreme 
radical and communistic element of the pop- 
ulation, and his personal character is not 
adapted to recommend him to the few in- 
teligent and high-minded men among 
the radicals. 1f°such a man can re- 
ceive three thousand votes, the extreme 
Itahan radicals are much more numerous 
than they were a year ago. The firmness 
with which Derretis has suppressed the 
demonstrations of the Irridentists and the 
republican faction has naturally prevented 
them from attracting attention, but they 
have plainly profited by persecution. The 
large vote received by GARIBALDI is doubt- 
less an indication that the alliance with 
Austria and Germany is unpopular with 
those who cannot forget that Austria was 


once the foe of Italy and who refuse to see 
any difference between the despotic Austria 
of the concordat and the constitutional 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, Theelection of 
CoocaPIELLER was far less important and 
leas ominous than the large vote received by 
GaRIBALDI. 


RATHER PREMATURE. 


Tho Ohristian Intelligencer, the organ of 
one of the smaller Calvinistic sects, does 
not seem to have a very clear idea of what 
CALVIN really taught. Tae Times incident- 
ally remarked some few days ago that Oat- 
VIN taught Baptismal Regeneration and the 
Real Presence as distinctly as Dr. Pusry 
himself. The Christian Intelligencer affects 
to regard this remark as a joke, thus com- 
pelling its readers to conclude that either it 
is ignorant of CaLvrn’s teachings or that it 
is willing to suppress the truth as to them. 
A daily journal is hardly the place for theo- 
logical discussion, but in the present in- 
stance it is permissible to point out to the 
Christian Intelligencer that its incredulous 
and hilarious howl at a secular journal 
which ventured to mention a historical fact 
concerning CALVIN was, to say the least, 
premature. 

As to the doctrine of the Real Presence of 
the Body and Blood of Cznrist in the Holy 
Eucharist—a doctrine by no means to be 
confounded with the Roman doctrine of 
Transubstantiation—CaLVIn used the follow- 
ing language: ‘‘ I understand what is to be 
understood by the words of CHxist that 
He doth not only offer us the benefits of His 
death and resurrection, but His very body 
wherein He died and rose again. I assert 
that the Body of Curist is really, (as the 
usual expression is,)thatis, truly, given to us 
in the Sacrament to be the saving food of our 
souls.”’ In another place CALVIN wrote: 
‘* We must, therefore, confess that the in- 
ward substance of the Sacrament is joined 
with the visible sign, so that as the bread is 
put into our hand, the Body of Carrisr is 
also given to us.’” And again: ‘‘ The Son 
of Gop daily offers to us in the Holy Sacra- 
ment the same Body which He once offered 
in sacrifice to His Father that it may be our 
spiritual food.’’ 

Many other quotations might be made 
from CALVIN’s writings which teach the 
doctrine of the Real Presence quite as 
clearly and forcibly as do the foregoing 
passages. Between these and the utter- 
ances of the men of the school of Dr. 
Pusey there is no_ essential difference. 
No ‘higher’ doctrine in regard to the 
Real Presence in the Eucharist was held by 
even so advanced an Anglican as the late 
Dr. De Koven. 

‘That Catvrn taught the doctrine of Bap- 
tismal Regeneration, the following quotation 
from his paraphrase of a passagein Acts, 
where ANANIAS answers the question why he 
told Saint Paut to be baptized, will suffice 
to show: ‘‘ That you may be assured, Pavt, 
that your sins are remitted, be baptized. For 
the Lorp promises remission of sins in Bap- 
tism. Receive it and be assured.”” In Dr. 
Pustry’s celebrated tract on baptism there is 
no passage which teaches Baptismal Regen- 
eration more clearly than does CALVIN in 
the words just quoted. 

It is true that CaLvrn took great care to 
warn his followers not to rely for salvation 
upon Baptism or upon any other sacrament— 
a warning with which no Anglican would 
dream of finding fault. What he did teach 
as to the two doctrines of Baptismal Regen- 
eration and the Real Presence 1s, however, 
as plain as words can make it. Doubtless 
the Christian Intelligencer will claim that his 
words must be understood in a sense di- 
rectly opposite to that of their obvious mean- 
ing. That system of interpretation when 
applied to certain passages of Scripture fur- 
nishes several sects with their distinctive 
creeds, and if it can be applied to Scripture 
it can certainly be applied to the ‘‘ Institutes.’’ 
How Catvrn’s words can best be made to 
teach doctrines opposed to that which he 
intended them to teach is, however, a matter 
which concerns the Christian Intelligencer, 
and not Tue Times. The former journal 
will nevertheless do well to learn what gen- 
uine Calvinism is. The least that can be 
asked of an organ of a Calvinistic sect is 
that it should have some slight knowledge 
of CALVIN and his theology. 


The semi-centennial ceiebration in Bur- 
lington, Iowa, on the 1st inst. was a very 
spirited occasion. It was in commemora- 
tion of the treaty with the Sac and Fox In- 
dians, which went into effect on June 1, 
1833, and which gave over most of the pres- 
ent State of Iowa to the occupation of white 
men. The State has good reason for con- 
gratulation. Fifty years ago it was in the 
possession of the savages. Thirty-six 
years ago it had only just been admitted 
to the Union as a State, with a 
population of some 116,000. To-day it 
has a population of 1,600,000, and of 
a singularly excellent character, sober, in- 
telligent, energetic, and prosperous. Dur- 
ing her brief career as a State, Iowa has 
furnished to the national Government some 
of the ablest men that have taken part in it, 
notably Senator Grimes, whose biography 
is one of the most valuable chapters in 
what, in the highest sense, may be 
called our political history. The record 
of the State during the war for 
Union and freedom was a brilliant one; 
and of her relatively small population over 
75,000 men fought in the national armies, 
of whom more than 12,000 gave their lives 
to the country, a striking proof of their 
heroic service. A few years since lowa was 
on the extreme frontier of the great North- 
west. To-day she must be ranked with the 
main body of the vast peaceful army which 
is moving steadily to take possession of the 
continent, and in vigor, intelligence, and 
civic virtue her people give assurance of a 
future progress even more impressive than 
that of her comparatively brief past.

The Trustees of Columbia College yesterday 
adopted the report submitted some time since by 
the committée ot which Dr. Dix was Chairman, 
and the “experiment” of higher education for 
women is therefore fairly launched. It will not do 
for the friends of the higher education of women 
to be too sanguine of the results. The case 
is not as if Columbia hed acted spontane- 
ously. It is evident from the report of tha 
committee, as* well as from other things 
eqaally familiar to the public, that the authorities 
of the college have no great faith in their own or 
in any similar scheme. An outside pressure was 
put upon them by versons of respectability and 
influence to do something for the higher educa- 
tion of women, and thoy did as little as pos- 
sible, Their idea was not how most effectu- 
ally to do good, but how most effectually 


te prevent mischief. Their conservative attitade, 
in faet, though there is otherwise no resemblaneq, 
8 very muoh like that of the hack poiitieiang 
toward the civil serviee reformers. When the 
pressure grows teo strong to be comfortably 
withstood, they coneede, not what the reformers 
desire, buf what they think will amuse the 
refermers without doing any appreciable harm 
to what we may call the “organization,” 
since it is not eivil to eal! the administration 
of Columbia “the machine.” Obviously the re. 
formers will not accept as a test an experiment 
the conditions of which are fixed. not by them: 
selves, but by their opponents. At the same 
time there is a good deal of force in the sug. 
gestion of the committee that those who 
think better appliances for the education ot 
women ought to be preyided had better pro- 
vide those appliances themselves, instead of 
importuning an institution established for a differ- 
ent and specific purpose to go out of {ts way ta 
provide them. There is no taint of “ coeduca 
tion” in the provision made by Columbia not 
even of coeducation in an annex. Two annexes 
already exist in American colleges founded pri- 
marily for the education of the male sex—one at 
Harvard and the other at Cornell. The success of 
that at Harvard was the immediate cause of the 
assault en the intrenehments at Columbia, while 
the success of that at Cornell is said, we know not 
on how good authority, to be much more quew 
tionable.

One of the old stumbling blocks in the way 
of a proper enforcement of the excise laws, ta 
which attention has been called hitherto in Ta 
TimEs, Was again brought to notice yesterday by 
the remarks and the conduct of Police Justice Mur 
RAY in the case of Herman Jacon. There was n¢ 
question whatever but that Jacoz had violated the 
law. He sold liquor on Sunday to a man who en: 
tered his saloon and calied for whisky. It mad« 
no difference who it was that called for the liquo1 
and got it. The law distinctly says that any per 
son selling liquor on Sunday commits a mis 
demeanor and is liable to certain penalties, 
The sapient Police Justice, however, who has 
never hesitated when it came to holding court se- 
cretly in private sectarian institutions and com- 
mitting whole batches of persons to the care of 
such establishments, could not reconcile it with his 
Office to hold a lMquor-dealer fora plain violation 
of the law. His only reason for not holding Jacou 
was that the latter’s acouser was a policeman 
And so it was that Justice Mcrray not only re 
fused to entertain the cemplaint, bat he ever 
went so far aste blackguard and vilify the officer 
making the arrest. And yet there are those whe 
blame the police for not enforcing the excise law.

The explorations of the truant officers in 
the Italian quarter, as recounted in another 
column, indicate that the sense of the duty of 
children to their parents is very keen with Italian 
parents, much keener, in fact, than their sense of 
the correlative duty. So long as an Italian ebild is 
eompetent to the picking of rags its parents con. 
sider it a sheer waste of the child’s time ta 
send it to school. The attempt in Italy itself, 
some years ago, to prevent the employment of 
young children in factories failed by reason of 
the solid frent ef opposition presented by parents 
of the class from which the immature operatives 
were recruited. Italian immigration has not yet, 
except here in New-York, and here only to a smal! 
degree, assumed the proportions of a ‘* social prob- 
lem.’”” When it does we shall probably find the 
most troublesome factor in it to be the lack of that 
stimulus to exertion whieh is supplied by the de- 
sire to rise in the world, and to secure for 
one’s children a better piace than one’s 
own. We can count upon this motive 
with immigrants of almost any other race 
more confidently than with the Italians, and this {sg 
the motive that leads people to sacrifice the scanty 
earnings of their children in order to give their 
children a better start in life by means of educa. 
tion. The ItaJian has to the fullest extent the vir 
tue, commended by the catechism, of being *“‘ con: 
tent with that station in life whereto it has pleased 
Gop to call him.” A striking example of this truth 
is farnished by acase which came to the notice of 
the truant officers of a family which is abont to re- 
turn to Italy to enjoy dignified leisure upon a for 
tune of $3,000 accumulated in rag-picking. “ In- 
vestment” is probably a process beyond the men- 
tal scope of these prosperous persons. They are 
doubtless going home to eat up and wear out their 
capital. 

The judicial branch of the Government of 
Texas has interfered in a painfal way with the 
amusements of aco-ordinate branch, the Legisla- 
ture, by procuring the indictment of 40 or 50 rep- 
resentatives for gambling. The judiciary’s tri- 
umph was short-lived, however, for all the in- 
dictments were promptly stolen from the 
County Clerk’s office. It is said in a dispatch 
from Austia that ‘‘eporting circles are greatly 
elated.”” So goesthe world. The wicked rejoice 
at the discomfiture of an upright judiciary. Just 
az the virtuous and law-abiding people of Texas 
were cheerfully rubbing their hands together be- 
cause their misguided representatives were to be 
taught a lesson, and, perchance, to be reformed, a 
miserable thief walks into the gounty Clerk’s 
office and carries away theseimportantpapera. Of 
course, they cannot expect that the Grand Jury and 
the prosecuting offieers will consent to go through 
all their workagain. And so the attempt to put an 
end to gambling (poker, it may have been) ina 
State where other crimes are so rare and orim- 
inals aye so uniformly punished, may not be re- 
peated until the officers of the court shall hold 
another series ef poor hands.

WALLACK’S THEATHE. 

The comic opera company of the Thalia 
Theatre began an engagement at Wallack’s Thea 
tre last night in Ludwig Englinder’s ‘* Prince Com 
sort.”” Although the night was warm, an audienc¢ 
of fair size greeted the company and was rewarded 
by a bright and vivacious performance. Herr Eng. 
linder’s music is a trifle energetic for warm 
weather, but it islight and easily digestible. Its 
chief fault is the monotony which arises from 4 
constant repetition of waitzand polka movements, 
There is one waltz, however, at toe end of the 
second act, modeled in exact imitation of 
the style of Strauss and arranged for a 
sextet, which is very pretty and won 
a hearty encore. The opera was given at the 
Thalia Theatre last Winter, and met with imme- 
diate favor. There were two cbanges in the cast 
last night which did not improve upon the 
original production. Miss Koenig, who took the 
place of tke inimitable Fraulein Jules as Eus- 
tachia, not only suffered from comparison, but 
was wholly unequal to the requirements of the 
part. Mr. Steinberger, who was substituted for Mr. 
Klein as Immergriin, was out of place in the réle, 
Fraulein Raberg reappeared as Helene and sang 
her music excellently throughout. Fraulein 
Hecht was quite equal to the vocal de- 
mands of Rosina, but her acting was sadly 
deficient in grace or spontaneity. Herr 
Wilke as Prince Arthur was excellent both in his 
singing and his acting and Herr Adolphi’s Papi- 
scheff was a performance bubbling over with the 
humor of mock dignity. Herr Lube again played 
Hotteroto, and itis not going too far to say that a 
better bit of low comedy has never been seen in 
comic opera in this City. The chorus was some- 
what ragged in attaek and uncertain in intona-

“THE THUNDERBOLT.” 

Tbis is the title of Mr. Louis Frechette\ 
play, which was produced last night at the Union 
Square Theatre. Mr. Frechette is a spirited ana 
interesting French poet, who lives in Canada. 
Once upon a time Mr. Frechette wrote a poem 
which was “ crowned" by that august assembly of 
sgenius and nincompoopism, the Académie Fran- 
caise. Those who knew the history of the 
Académie Francaise need no enlightenment from 
us as to its purposein civilization, It is an un- 
fortunate fact, however, that many of the books 
and literary works that are “crowned” by the 
compilers of the French dictionary and saviors of 
the French language have extremely small merit. 
The Académie is chiefly remarkable for the men 
who have not been members of its assemblies. It 
is not, therefore, imperative to place too much 
stress upon the “crowning” of anything by the 40

immortals, 85 of whom are bound not to be immor. 
tal. This is not said in disparagement of Mr. 
Frechette, who has undoubtedly won fairly all the 
honor he has received. For some reason or otber Mr. 
Frechette has been spoken of, since the Academy's 
crown was dropped upon-him, as the poet laureate 
of Canada. He is supposed to be a sort of provin- 
eial rival of Mr. Tennyson, though he is not forced, 
it is likely, to write slipshod poems at the Queen's 
order. Mr. Tennyson's laureatism means a hogs- 
head of wine and much small beer—in the way of 
verse. Yet, like Mr. Tennyson, Mr. Frechette de- 
sires to write plays. We believe that **The Thun- 
derbolt” is his ¢rst undertaking. 

The story of the piay is not at all complicated. 


The hero, who is valled the Thunderbolt because | 


he is an impulsive and fiery person, had beena 


where he married a creole. The brother of the 
creole grew wrathful, and provoked a duel with 
him. Th» brother was killed, the youthful and in- 
discreet husband fied to Europe, and the wife dis- 
appeared and died. Before he went from his coun- 
try Paul Redette, the Thunderbolt, had placed all 
his property by deed in the hands of his overseer, 
Joseph Renard. He had taken the precaution, 
however, to execute a counter-deed In which his 
own proprietorship was made clear. At the open- 
Ing of the play—20 years after the events which 
bave been narrated had taken place—Radette re- 
turns to his home and finds that Renard is the mas- 
ter of his lands and riches. He tries to force Re- 
nard to give upeverything. Unfortunately, he dis- 
covers that the counter-deed, which is his satfe- 
guard, has been lost. Renard isa black-haired and 
Giabolical millionaire who is disposed to hold what 
he has. The play exhibits the rascality of Renard, 
his attempt to murder Radette, his temporary 
triumph when he finds that Radette does not 
possess the counter-deed. his defeat and 
shame when the counter-deed is found event- 
ally—for, of course, it is found at the end. 
It is brought to light with rather dramatic 
effectiveness by MRadette’s son, who is not 
supposed to be Radette’s son until the final act of 
the play isreached. Inthe closing scene, Renard, 
who is completely baffied, and who is not even 
permitted to escape to brighter lands in a luxuri- 
ous yacht, jumps into the Mississippi River, and, 
we are led happily to think, isdrowned and got rid 
of permanently. 

It is, perbaps, remarkable that Mr. Frechette’s 
play isa wholly unliterary work. “The Thunder- 
bolt” is merely a melodrama in which the object 
is theatrical, not dramatic nor imaginative. The 
play isone which might have been prepared for 
the stage by some hack-writer of dramas like Mr. 
Bartley Campbell or Mr. Frederic Marsden; though, 
without doubt, Mr. Campbell or Mr. Marsden 
would have made the play consideraby 
more improbable and complicatad than it is. 
As a melodrama, “The Thunderbolt”’ is some- 
what reasonable, probable, and simple. Its reason, 
its probability, and its simplicity are its merits, 
There is, also, a certain amount of novelty in the 
relationship ef Radette and Renard. On the 
whole, the play is not bad as a theatrieal contriv- 
ance. It is effective and not absurd sensationalism. 
But its dramatic quality is as low as possible, and, 
ns the labor of a Canadian “ poet-laureate,” “ The 
Thunderboit” is almost melancholy. 

The piece was applauded in some places, and the 
performance of it was respectabiy vicorous. At 
moments the vigor of this performance was alto- 
gether too much forthenerves. Mr. J. N. Gotthold 
pected the character of Radette for the most part 
with intelligence andforce. His ranting in the last 
act was well meant but was slightly ridiculous. It 
is bard to draw the line between intense emotion 
and rant—and Mr. Gotthold has not yet drawn it. 
Mr. Lewis Morrison was an exceedingly villianous 
Renard. The other persons in the cast acted ina 
matter of fact way.

THE RUNNING OF TRAINS BEGUN 
ON THE NEW ROAD. 

FIVE TRAINS EACH WAY TO NEWBURG 
AND OTHER POINTS—TIUE LITIGATION 
OVER THE WATSON TRACT. 

The New-York, West Shore and Buffalo 

Railroad was opened to the public yesterday, in 


accordance with the promises of the managers. 
Five trains to and from Jersey City were run, and 


| all were largely patronized, the Newburg express 


reaching Jersey City at 9:42in the morning hav- 
ing four passenger coaches, a baggage car, and 
Trains leave this City as 
follows: 8:30 A. M., Ontario express; 9:30.A. M., 
Haverstraw local; 4:10 P. M., Ulster County ex- 
press; 5:20P. M., Newburg express; 5:50 P. M.. 
Haverstraw local. Trains arrive at the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad station, Jersey City, now tempo- 
rarily used by the road, at 8:08, 9:42, and 11:08 
A. M., and 8:48 and 8:20 P. M. Fourteen minutes 
added to these times wil! give the time of arrival 
in this City. The coaches used on these trains are 
the finest running into this City. They were built 
by the Pullman Palace Car Company. The wheels 
of the exceptionally heavy trucks are of greater 
diameter than those used on other cars, and the 
springs on the trucks more numerous and heavier, 
The coaches are all of a deep olive color. The 
interiors of the passenger coaches are finished in 
cherry and other natural woods, with little orna- 
mental filigree work, what little there is being in 
modest colors. The seats are upholstered in 
crimson plush. The windows are of the same size 
asin parlor coaches and are provided with triple 
blinds. This makes them very light, and the im- 
proved ventilators give plenty of air and no cin- 
ders. Light is furnished by three double-armed 
kerosene chandeliers. The Jobnson heater is used. 
Two toilet-rooms, respectively for ladies and gen- 
tlemen are placed at either end of each coach. 
The smoking coaches are similar to the passenger 
coaches, exeept that the interior is finished in ash 
and the seats are of cane and made comfortable 
by the use of many springs. Altogether the equip- 
ment is all that could be desired. 


Newsure, N. Y., June 4.—The opening of 
the New-York, West Shore and Buffalo Railroad to 
Newburg has been the event of the day between 
Jersey City and here. The first train left Newbure 
at 7:15 o'clock this morning amid the cheers of a 
large crowd, who assembled to witness the 
departure. Whistles were blown and other 
demonstrations were made, and many people 
took passage, chiefly from curiosity. The first 
train from Jersey City arr:ved on time and con- 
tained many passengers, including several officers 
ofthe road. The train was greeted all along the 
route with hearty demonstrations. At Haverstraw 
there was a band of music, and a vannon salute 
was fired. The first train from here consisted of 
five coaches, all of which were well filled. The 
roadbed isin excellent condition, and the riding 
is much smoother than was anticipated. 

Utica, June 4.—The one stumbling-block 
between Weehawken and Syracusein the way of 
the West Shore and Buffalo Railroad is the right 
of way through property belonging to Dr. William 
H. Watson, of this city, lying in the adjoining 
town of New-Hartford. From the western bound- 
ary of this property the track is laid to Syracuse. 
Eastward, the road-bed is graded, and the 
rails in place almost without a break. Last 
year a commission appraised the Watson = 

he 
award was out of all proportion to awards for 
contiguous property, and was considered exces- 
sive by the railroad company. A few figures from 
the Assessor’s books will help the public to an 
approximate understanding of the matter. Dr. 
Watson's land lies north of the Genesee road, and 
is principally utilized for agricultural purposes. 
The railroad company wants one and three-quar- 
tersacresa. The entire plot embraces 88 acres. In 
1880 Dr. Watson was assessed on a valuation of 
$11,000 for the whole farm. A year later 
the assessment was reduced to $9,500, and 
in 1882 another thousand dollars was taken off. 
That is, the plot of 38 acres was last year assessed 
at $8,500 anda tax of $65 61 paidthereon. The 
same year an appraising commission declared that 
in erossing this land and taking 134 acres the West 
Shore Railroad damaged Dr. Watson to the amount 
of $389,000. The company refused to pay the price, 
and made surveys with a view to changing its 
route, Finding none of these practicable, it ap- 
plied tothe court for relief. Stubborn resistance 
was made by Dr. Watson’s attorneys to the reap- 
praisement of the land by anew commission, Roscoe 
Conkling making 4 five hours’ argument against it 
on tbe fical hearing. The railroad company won. 
A new commission was appointed, consisting of 
Ward Hunt, Jr.. of Utica: Henry E. Turner, of 
Lowville, and M. J. Shoecraft, of Oneida. This 
commission is now, and bas been for several days, 
engaged in taking the sworn opinions of land- 
owners, real estate experts, clergymen, civil en- 
gineers, and others as to the.value of the Watson 
property and the damage which the railroad will 
do to it. These opinions have a surprising range. 

W. Adams, ex-City Surveyor, values the 
88 acres at $126,050, and estimates—under 
oath—the damages that will be inflicted by 
the railroad at $101,740. James F. Mann, owner 
of city property, valued the land at $123,150, and 
thinks $93.200 should be paid for damages. Two 
other witnesses put the worth of the farm above 
$100,000 and the damages above $70,000. The low- 
est valuation by any of the land-owner's witnesses 
is $82.800; lowest estimate of damages, $43,400— 
figures which future Assossors may study with 
profit for thistown. Among the witnesses or ex- 
perts called by the railroad company are De Witt 
C. Grove, senior proprictor of the Utioa Observer ; 
E. P. Hodges, engineer; Hiram Gilmore. land- 
owner and coal merchant; T. K. Butler, capitalist, 
and J. B. Wells, merchant. Mr. Grove considers the 
whole farm worth $47,500, and places the damages 
at $12,385. Mr. Hodges’s figures are $27,148 and 
$9,008, respectively. Mr. Butler puts the total dam- 
ages at $7,074. Mr. Wells says the farm is worth 
$44,192 now, and with the railroad in operation 
will be worth $9,948 less.

Boston, June 4—The Journal to-morrow 
will say that a bill will probably be introduced 
into the Legislature in a day or two 
providing for the charter of a new com- 
pany, which proposes to buy the Hoosac Tunnel of 
the State, and also the Fitchburg Railroad. The 
bill will ask for leave to unite the Massachu- 
setts Central, Troy and Boston, and Boston, 
Hoosac Tunpe! and Western with the tunnel 
and the Fitchburg, with the intention of 
forming all the tunnel interests into one and the 
same corporation, and when this scheme shali have 
been perfected it is intimated that the New-York, 
West Shore and Buffalo will lease the new united 
company. The capital of the company is said to 
be about $15,000,000, of which it is proposed to 
give the Commonwealth $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 for 
the tunnel and connecting railroad, about 50 miles 
long. There are two reports as to the negotiations 
with the Fitchburg Railroad—one to the effect 
that its stock is to be purchased outright at about 
$150 per share, and the other that it is to be leased 
at a large yearly rental upon its capital stock. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
Mr. Franklin B. Gowen, President of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, and the con- 
trojling power in the Jersey Central Company, has 
agreed to meet representatives of the holders of 
the income bonds of the latter company in this 


City to-day. The income bondholders hope to be 
able to effeet a settlement of their claims at this 
meeting. 

A notice, signed by M. L. Sykes, Vice-President 
and Treasurer of the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneap- 
olis and Omaha Railway, was read from the ros- 
trum of the Stock Exchange yesterday, to the 
effect that that company would issue at its con- 
venience, 30 days from date, an additional amount 
of capital stock at the rate of $10,000 of preferred 
stock per mile, and $15,000 of common stoex per 
mile. The proposed new issue of common stock 
is authorized by the company’s articles of consol- 
idation for the construction of 50 42-100 miles of 
new railroad. 

The trunk line roads have united in an attempt 
to prevent the Grand Trunk Road from taking 
from or delivering to the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad freight or passengers, be- 
cause the latter road ls engaged in rate cutting to 
such an extent as to divert through business 
from lines which are in the pool. The Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Road is not 
in the pool, and, therefore. is governed by no 
poo! rates. No charges of cutting are made 
against the Grand Trunk. The matter will be con- 
sidered by the Pool Commissioner, and some ar- 
rangement will soon be effeeted, it is expected by 
the complainants, by which either the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Wesiern will be admitted to the 
pool or else cut off from privileges of connection 
with roads which are members of the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 4.—Two judgments 
were entered to-day against the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company, in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, on account of overdue interest on the 
7 per cent. loan of 1873.

CHICAGO TRAVEL IMPEDED. 


STRIKE OF THE CABLE CAR CONDUCTORS 
AND ‘‘GRIP’’ DRIVERS. 

CuicaGo, June 4.—One hundred thousand 
citizens of Chicago have to-day been directly inter- 
ested in the strike of the conductors and grip car 
drivers on the Cable Road. Twelve o'clock to-day 
was the hour agreed upon for the strike, and at 
that hour not only the conductors laid down their 
bell-punches, but the drivers of the “ grip cars” leit 


their levers. Tbe company had not threatened the 
drivers with a reduction, but the latter felt that 
if the cut was mommy made in the 
case of the conductors, it would be re- 
peated with;the men on the motors, and so 
they made common cause with the conductors. 
On the Cottage Grove Line every oar and every 
“grip” was deserted at Thirty-niuth-street prompt- 
ly atnoon, After about un hour’s delay a man 
was found who said he would take a train out. 
Another outsicer said he would act as conductor. 
Tbe conductor of the first train started out was 
pulled from the platform by some of the more 
reckless of the strikers. A moment later the 
driver was jerked out of his alley, and the volunteer 
crew was speedily brought to grief. Emboldened 
by their success, the strikers took hold of a car on 
the up track and threw it into the roadway. This 
was such an unjustifiable act that police aid was 
summoned. When anothercar h been thrown 
from the track the police arrested four men who 
had assisted in the work. A large namber of con- 
ductors and drivers surrounded the officers and 
their prisoners, and promised that in case the men 
were released there would be no further interfer- 
ence. After consuiting with an officer of the 
company, the Sergeant deeided to take the men 
at their word, and those under arrest were 
advised to go about their business, which they did. 
The presence of the police hada healthy effect. 
The more demonstrative ones among the strikers 
left the street and gathered in front of the com- 
pany’s offices, where they jeered, hooted, and at- 
tempted to intimidate the “ students” and “ green- 
horns” who were started out on the cable trains. 

At 4 o’clock, while a striking employe was ha- 

ranguing a crowd of his fellows, one of the old 
grip men was descried in the distance coming 
down with his regular run. This produced a 
panic. The first impulse among the strikers was 
to raid the driver, but there were 50 policemen in 
sight, and this was not attempted. A few minutes 
later another ‘‘regular’’ grip man, who had been 
reckoned among the strikers, took his train out, 
and this defection from their ranks demoralized 
the “grippers.” A dozenof them made a break 
for the office and signified their willingness to go 
to work. They were soon riding in the direction 
of Twenty-second-street, sounding the zong, heav- 
ing the lever, and fishing for the “ pick-up”’ with old- 
time enthusiasm. By 5 o’clock many of the grip- 
drivers and about one-third of the conductors had 
returned to work. 

On State-street the strikers made similar demon- 
strations. After boarding several cars and at- 
tempting to bull-doze the “ greenhorns,’”’ they 
pulled the coupling-pin between the grip and a 

assenger car and lifted both from the track, 
eaving them diagonally across the rails. 
Another train, in charge of pew men, was 
soon after boarded by tbe strikers, and a 
collision occurred. A lady passenger, becoming 
frightened, jumped frem the car while it was in 
motion and was severely injured. This train was 
speedily derailed. At6o’clock about one-third of 
the trains were running. The majority of the 
strikers held a meeting at a late hour to-night and 
resolved to repeat the experiment in the morning. 
itis intimated to-night that the strikers will cut 
the cable before morning. The police will patrol 
the lines all night. 

Ata late hour to-night the conductors received 
assurances that they could return to work to-mor- 
row at the old rates. The men are holding a jolli- 
fication meeting over their victory. 


A TORNADO IN TEXAS. 


HOUSES BLOWN DOWN, CHURCHES DAMAGED, 
AND OTHER PROPERTY INJURED. 

GALVESTON, Texas, June 4.—A dispatch to 
the ews from Greenville says: “A tornado struck 
tis place last evening in a north-westerly direc- 
tion with terrific force. The rain fell in torrents 
for 20 minutes and the total destruction of the 
town seemed inevitable. A survey of tho eity 
shows that 150 houses were either blown down or 
moved from their foundations. A large number 


of oid buildings were more or lees damaged. 
Strange to say, only one life was lost—that of a 
colored child. Several persons, however, were se- 
verely injured. The northern ends of the Missouri 
Pacific passenger and freight stations were blown 
off, the Methodist and colored churches were 
totally wrecked, and the Presbyterian and Baptist 
Churches were badly damaged. Heavy rain-storms 
prevailed at other points,but no tornado occurred.” 

Interesting details of Saturday night’s storm are 
coming in. Specials to the ewe this evening 
say that no serlous damage to pruperty is 
reported except near Greenville. The storm 
assumed the form of a tornado at Bonham. 
Lightning struck a hack which was returning from 
a picnic, killing the colored driver and team, 
and tearing the conveyance, which six negroes 
bed just vacated, to pieces. At Palestine 
Samuel Howard was on a fisbing excursion with 
another prominent citizen and two little boys. 
They were caught in the terrible rain-storm and 
started for shelter. In the darkness Howard 
walked into the creek and the otners were unable 
to save him. 

Sr. Louis, June 4.—The latest acoounts di- 
rect from Greenville, Texas, regarding the torna- 
do on Saturday evening are that the residences of 
A. T. Strong, L. Lowenstein, and William 
Wolfingbercer were torn to pieces, but none of the 
inmates were seriously injured. A large number 
of houses resting on blocks and posts were blown 
down or twisted off their supports and were more 
or less damaged, but very few of their occupants 
were hurt. A large amount of goods was damaged 
by water being blown into the stores. Awnings, 
fences, &c., were swept away. All the churches 
in the town were badly damaged, and, in fact, only 
a few buildings in the place escaped injury. 
Meagre accounts from the surrounding country 
say that the storm was severe, and that several 
houses in its track were blown down—two or three 
persons being somewhat injured. The losses will 
ageregate from $50,000 to $100,000, but the indi- 
vidual losses are of no magnitude. 

Cuicaao, June 4.—A dispatch to the Daily 
News from Decatur, Ala., says: **A cyclone swept 
through Barbour County on Sunday demolishing 
houses on the plantation of Messrs. Belroument, 
Neeley, Wilkinson, Stiles, Turner, and Mrs. Meig- 
han. One negro was killed and several other per- 
sons were wounded.”’

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LEGENDRE’S AWFUL FATE 


SOPHOMORES CELEBRATING THEIR 
GREAT TRIUMPH. 
DRAGGING THE FOE THROUGH THE STREET, 
BURNING HIM UPON THE ALTAR, AND 

THEN HOLDING A CONVIVIUM. 


The Sophomore Class of Columbia College 
having, as they proudly announced, ‘‘ vanquished 
in deadly combat their treacherous foe, Legendre,” 
celebrated their victory by a triumphal procession 
last evening, after which the brain-tangler was pub- 
licly burned upon the college campus with imposing 
ceremonies, and early this morning the Summer 
vacation was begun with a grand “ convivium,” 
whose effects are still felt by the celebrarts. 
The procession formed at the Worth Monu- 
ment, in Madison-square, and the Sophs 
were audacious enough, despite Colum- 
bia’s stand on the question, to bear 


as their oriflamme a transparency with the senti- 
ment ‘*‘Coeducation” blazing thereon in imposing 
characters. To further carry out this sentiment, 
four of their number were clothed in femaie at- 
tire. One wore a fashionable poke bonnet and a 
scarlet dress with puffed sleeves, and smoked avery 
long and strong cigar; another was attired in mod- 
est white, wore a coquetti-n fiat straw hat 
with blue ribbons, and talked in a deep 
bass voice; the third was clothed in the 
sober | a of a middle-aged matron, but had 
refused to sacrifice his mustache, and the 
last represented a prim and dignified spinster, put 
was betrayed by the yigor and pathos of his pro- 
fanity when a brother stepped on his skirt. 
The others wore long muslin gowns and high silk 
hats, on the front of which their class year, 1885, 
was inscribed, while the back was covered with 
Greek mottoes and unsolved quadratic equations, 
thus heaping contumely upon Legendre. invited 
guests from the other classes were present. all 
attired in a similar garb and bearing their class 
year upon their tallhats. ‘hey attracted a great 
crowd abont Madison-square which stretchea 
across Broadway and Fifth-avenue and obstructed 
the passage of vehicles on the street and pedes- 
trians on the sidewalk. 

The damsel in the scarlet dress was George S. 
Robbins, the Imperator, and he stood upon the 
railing around the monument to review his forces, 
bearing the banner of co-education with him, and 
sternly requested the crowd who deridea his ankles 
to respect his sex. At 10 o’clock the procession 
was ready to move. It was headed by a band, 
which played triumphal martial music, after which 
the lectors, bearing their tlaring torches, marched 
inadouble row. Then Legendre, represented by 
a wooder skeleton attired only in a red flannel 
shirt, was ignominously hauled to his doom 
in a brick cart, in which rode his execution- 
ers. After him marched the triumphant Sopho- 
mores in a band 50 strong, bearing torches and 
roman candles, and thus making their pathway 
glorious. After the conquerors marched the in- 
vited guests from the other classes of Columbia 
presenting an imposing appearance in tkeir long 
white gowns and high hats, as if they were house- 
holders fieeing trom a burning city in their night 
dresses. 

They marched proudly up Fifth-avenue, in a 
solid phalanx 200 or 300 strong, and continuously 
shonted the class war-cry, ‘‘ Hoo-ray ! Ho-o-o-ray!! 
Columbia!!!" The residents of Fifth-avenue 
were roused from their wonted aristocratic 
calm, and rushed to their doors and windows. 
The steps of the residences along the route were 
crowded with men, women, and children, who 
waved their handkerchiefs in answer. to 
the cheers of the triumphant marchers, be- 
hind whom followed a mighty multitude which 
took up the pavement and the sidewalks on 
both sides of the street. Carriages, wagons, and 
omnibuses gave way before the conquering host. 
which swept up the avenue to Fiftieth-street, and 
turned down to the college campus, within whose 
precincts only invited guests were admitted. 

Legendre was placed upon the fatal scaffold, and 
near him burned the red fire of the sacri- 
ficial altar. The conquerors gathered on the 
slope before him, and MHaruspex, Mr. Hen- 
ry <A. Bostwick, pronounced his doom in 
verse. The victim was this time represented 
by a goat, and he was allowed to choose between 
three fates—either to become a dude, to go 
to Harvard and be “culchawed,” or to be 
burned upon thealtar. At the mention of the first 
fate the goat trembled visibly and desired rather 
any other doom, and he preferred death to 
Harvard. Then the executioner feil upon him say- 
agely with a heavy baton. He was beaten to death, 
and being disemboweled, was found to have fed on 
“pony leaves’ himself like any other student. 
Then the body was cast upon the funeral pyre and 
cremated, while the victors sang an exultant song. 

Legendre being thus disposed of, Carnifex, per- 
sonated by Edmund A. Wasoon, delivered an ora- 
tion in honor of their triumph, taking all the glory 
of the victory to themselves. Then there was a 
rush for the National Park, at Tenth-avenue and 
Sixty-third-street, where at midnight the orgies of 
the convivium were commenced, and lasted so 
many hours that all the Sophomore watches ran 
down before they were ended.

It was then 
early to make an accurate estimate, but in a gen- 
eral way ii was demonstrated that the outlook for 
small fruits of all varieties, with the exception of 
apples, was very promising, and that the likelihood 
was that the largest and finest yiela of peaches, 
grapes, and berries ever grown along the river 
would be harvested this Sammerand Fali. Advices 
received during the last few days fully confirm the 
ascuracy of the information telegraphed in May. 
The season has been unusually backward, and that 
circumstance has been in the peach and grape grow- 
ers’ favor. Snarp frosts occurred on two occasions 
last month, and the nights were covul and cold. If 
the buds and blossoms had been well advanced the 
probabilities were that several varieties of 
fruit would have suffered severely, and the loss 
would have amounted to no insignificant sum. 
Reports uP. to date from points between Barry- 
town and Fishkill, on the east shore, and between 
Catskill and Cornwail on the west shore show a 
very flattering state of affairs. As a rule. the fruit- 
growers are jubilant, and they feel confident not 
only of large yields but of exceptionally fine crops 
of ali kinds. Strawberry shipments, it isexpected. 
will begin next week from favored localities. 
Grape vines have made rapid crowth; the young 
peaches are as large as hazel-nuts, and exibit great 
vitality; currants look very fine; pears promise 
well; raspberries will yield more than an average 
crop, and the indications are that other fruits will 

feld handsomely. The — crop that will be short 
3 apples. Columbia, Dutchess, Orange; and Ulster 
advices show that the yield compared to last year 
will be less than half. In many localities the trees 
blossomed sparingly, and a light cfop is looked 
for. Here and there a few growers may be found 
who expect a “ fair yield,” but they are the excep- 
tion, not the rule. 

Th esuccess or failure of the river fruit crops is a 
matter of vital importance from a pecuniary point 
of view to Kingston, Poughketpsie, and Newburg 
merchants, and to business men in the intermedi- 
ate villages. The failure of the peach and grape 
crops means hard times to many owners of the 
soil, and a shutting down on the purse-strings. 
Last year the peach crop was a total failure, and 
the grape yield was short. As aresult money ina 
number of localities where fruit-crowing is fol- 
lowed asa business has been “tight” fora year, 
and storekeepers say their customers were forced 
to economize. The danger from late frosts is now 
over, and the outlook ahead is a hopeful one. 
New-York City commission men who have gone 
over the ground carefully duriag the past week 
unite in saying they expect heavy shipments anda 
first-class quality of consignments.

PRIVATE POST ROUTES ILLEGAL. 

Soon after the recent seizure of the private 
post offices in this City by direction of the Post- 
master-General, Mrs. Mary Blackham, the owner 
of Boyd's City Dispatch, applied toythe United States 
Circuit Court for an injunction restraining the 
Postal authorities from interfering with the trans- 
action of business carried on byyher. Counsel for 
the plaintiff claimed that letter carriers’ routes in 
cities were not post routes within the meaning of 
the statute, and also that the seizure of the plain- 
tiff’s property and the seareh of her premises was 
illegal. Judge Wallace rendered a decision yes- 
terday denying the injunction. The oourt held 
that all letter carriers’ routes in tke cities and 
towns of the United States were postal routes 
within the meaning of the statute. As to the claim 
that the seizures were illega), Judge Wallace points 
out that the decisions of the Federal courts go very 
far to establish the doctrine that in matters of 
revenue the regulations Congress sees fit to estab- 
lish must prevail.

WHY WAS THERE A PANIC 


\4 CORONER’S JURY INVESTIGAT- 
ING TRE BRIDGE DISASTER. 

_ ENGINEER MARTIN SAYS THE BRIDGE IS SAFE 
AND THE POLICEMEN COMPETENT—MR. 
STRANAHAN’S OPINIONS. 


The investigation into the causes of the 
bridge disaster was commenced by Coroner Mar 
}in yesterday afternoon. The bridge Superintend- 
pnt, Mr. Charles C. Martin, who for 18 years prior 
}o May 14 was First Assistant Engineer of tie 
bridge, was the first witness. He was on the bridge 
pimeelf, he testified, during the morning of Decora- 
tion Day until noon watching the movements of 
the foot passengers and the vebicles. He was sat- 
Isfied that the 22 policemen on duty were handling 
the crowds easily and well. The afternoon he spent 
in his office, and the occasional reports received 
from the bridge were to the effect that everything 
was going along smoothly. News of the accident 
reached him a few minutes after 4 o’clock, and he 
hurried to the scene only to find that the bodies of 
the dead had been removed and traflic resumed. 
From all the information he could collect he was 
of the opinion that the stumbling of a woman on 
the lower step of the stairway and ber screams 
were the cause of the original confusion. Some- 
body shouted," The bridge is falling!’ and this 
created the panic. The witness was sharply 
questioned about the bridge policemen. Their 
Captain, Ward, had not been discharged, he 
said, from the Brooklyn police force, but 
had resigned on being reduced from the rank 
of Sergeant to roundsman for failing to make 
an entry of a case on the station blotter. 
Ward had told him this circumstance when he ap 
plied for the position, and the witness subsequent - 
ly verified the statement by coramunication with 
Chiet Campbell.- At the time of the accident the 
policemen were doing 12 hours’ duty a day; now 
they were doing & Tne Coroner suggested that 
political pressure had something to do with the 
appointment of the policemen, and he looked in- 
credulous when the Superintendent replied that 
political pressure or pressure of any other kind 
had nothing to do with securing them the posi- 
tions. ‘The most of the men,” continued the Su- 


perintendent, “*had been employed as workmen 
In building the bridge, and I knew them to be 
trustworthy and perfectly reliable. I took care to 
closely examine the qualifications of those who 
‘were recomm: nded to me for appointment before 
employing them. [To a juror:] The police pay- 
roll is $122 a day. $2 apiece for each man.” 

The juror—(severely)—Half a million doljlarsa 
year for the tax-payers to pay to prevent panics ! 

“Only about $50,000,” replied the Superintend- 
ent, after multiplying 132 by 365. ; 

**Oh, I take it all back.’ rejoined the juror. 

The witness added that ip his opinion the bridge 
police were doing their work well and satisfacto- 
rily. They were abundantly able to handle much 
larger crowds than crossed the bridge on Decora- 
tion Day, and had done so, as the bridge receipts 
showed. They had arrested three pickpockets, 
and as they became more familiar by long service 
with this class of people their value in this particu- 
lar would increase. Two New-York and two 
Brooklyn detectives were constantly on the bridge 
on duty. Possibly a well-drilled body of police- 
men might have averted the egret once it had 
started, however, no power coulda stop ft. 

The iron railings which have been erected at the 
centre of the stairways were next considered. Su- 
perintendent Martin said they had been put up in 
deference to many suggestions from the public. 
He himself did not approve of them, and his ob- 
servations on Sunduy—the first day they 
were in position—satisfied him that they 
would be likely to prove a source of 
danrer in the event of future panics. 
it happened: on that day that when the crowd was 
pearly all moving in one direction one side of the 
promenade at the railings was almost empty, while 
there was a perfect jam on the opposite side. He 
believed that policemen stationed at the stairs 
would be of far more service thau all the iron rail- 
ings that could be erseted. The stairways, in his 
ppinion, were all right and ought to be allowed to 
remain. Anineclined plane might be substituted, 
but there was an inclination of 10 feet to be over- 
come at those points, and the steepness of sucha 
plane would only add to the difficulty of surmount- 
ing it in rainy and icy weather. The steps hada 
rise of 7 inchew and a tread of 11 inches. Col. 
Roebling and the other engineers favored the 
steps as against the inclined piane. If a step was 
to be used at all, the ordinary step was. in his 
judgment, the safest. It was more natural to the 
foot than the broad step two or three feet in 
width which some had suggested for use at this 
point. The steps on the elevated railroad were 
not so wide by am inch andabalf. Rubber strips 
would be used on them in the Winter. The build- 
jng of an iuclined plane would not add materially 
to the weight of the wridge. It would be impos- 
sible to provide gateways at the stairs 
so as to divert the crowd across the 
railrozd track, for the ears would be 
rupning in ae few weeks. The iron 
railings would be retained until it was demon- 
strated whether they were really serviceable or 
ptherwise. Only on twodays prior to the accident 
iid it become necessary to turn the crowd on the 
roadways in order to relieve the great pressure. 
In case the promenade would not contain the 
srowds in future the southern roadway was, by 
order of the Trustees, to be opened to foot pas- 
sengers, and vehicles were al! to be turned into 
the other roadway. This was done on Sunday, and 
the crowd was disposed of satisfactorily. 

Juror Hatfield desired to know what weight 
sould be piaced on the bridge—how many thou- 
sand tons. The Superintendent said he could not 
tell the figures. If the promenade was to be cov- 
ered with foot passengers, both roadways with 
vehicles, and the tracks with cars, and their weight 
multiplied by four an idea could be obtained of 
the weight that could be placed on the bridge. 

Juror Hatfield—The people want to know whethb- 
er there is any possibility of the bridge breaking 
Aown? A.—None waatever. 

With regard to the * moving on’”’ that was urged 
by the policemen and exception to which was 
taken by the juror, the witness said: ‘* Less re- 
striction is placed on traffic on this bridge than on 
any other similar structure in the world. The or- 
ders are to compel personsto move on only when 
a crowd is likely to collect. It was originally esti- 
mated that 50,000 persons easily could cross the 
promenade daily, butas amatter of fact 167,000 
prossed the first Sunday that the bridge was 
opened.” 

“Did the elder Roebling.” askeé the juror, “ con- 
template restricting the foot passengers to so little 
space and devoting so much to the railroads?”’ 
A.—I don’t know. Ever since I have bad any- 
thing to do witn the bridge the plans contemplated 
arailroad. Two ways have been suggested for 
giving additional space for pedestrians: one by 

artially covering the railroad tracks, the other by 

engthening the floor beams and laying a walk out- 
side the cables. I don’t think either of these plans 
is advisable. Then, again, no such additional 
weight should be put upon the cables. I believe 
relief to the promenade will be afforded as soon as 
the cars get to running. 
' Bridge Trustee J. S. T. Stranahan, who has been 
a Director and Trustee for 14 years, testified thata 
railroad across the bridge had always been con- 
tempiated, and was so provided for in the original 
plans. He judged that the panic might or might 
not be repeated. No one could speak on that 
point. He had heard of a panic occurring on Bos- 
ton Common and persons being killed on the oc- 
casion of some fire-works being lit. It was im- 

ossible to account for panics, although, to the 

uror who asked tne question, he admitted that 
they arose from an undefined feeling of insecurity. 
A juror bluntly demanded if there was any truth 
in the rumor that Mr. Vanderbilt had insisted, in 
conversation with the witness, that his cars should 
run across the bridge. ‘* The elder Vanderbilt, the 
Commodore, I presume, you refer to?’ asked Mr. 
Stranahan; “‘no, Sir; the only use of the bridga 
that Il ever discussed with him was in connection 
with his sunken railroad scheme from Forty-sec- 
ond-street to the City Hall, which was subsequent- 
ly abandoned as being too expensive. From the 
Very outset it was contemplated running railroad 
care aerossthe bridge. The present plan is the re- 
sult of the best thought of the elder and 
younger Roebling. The original plans provided 
for tracks 6 feet in width and a mucn lighter 
ear. The ordinary railroad grade was subsequent- 
ly adopted because it was among the possibilities 
of the future that the ordinary railroad cars wonid 
be moved aeruss the bridge by our system of ma- 
phinery. No locomotive was ever designed to 
cross; the grade is such as to preclude the idea. 
As soon as the cars begin running there will come, 
we believe, relief tothe promenade, for we think 
that a vast number of persons will ride ratherthan 
awaik, in one direction at least. We think the 
bridge police are wel! qualified to discharge their 
duties. or we should try to get a more perfect force. 
Dn extraordinary oceasions, when the erowds be- 
gin to accumulate, we shall close up.one roadway 
io Vehicle tratiic and open it to the foot passengers.” 

“Is it truc that Mr. Corbin has already got his 
hands on the bridge and intends running his ears 
over it?’ asked a juror. A.—I have not the 
slightest idea that Mr. Corbin has received a pledge 
or any intimation-to such effect from a single Trus- 
tee. The Trustees have always said that no ex- 
elusive privileges shall be granted to any one—that 
nll comers must be treated alike. I will say. how- 
ever, that we shall welcome elevated railroads 
from whatever direction they come. Yes, sir, the 
elevated station at the New-York end will be re- 
moved. Negotiations to that end have been under 
way.” 

Adjourned until 2 o’clock to-day. 
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HOW EXCISE VIOLATORS ESCAPE. 
’ Police in citizens’ clothes arrested eight per- 
sons on Sanday for violating the excise law in the 
districts presided over by the Harlem Police Court. 
Seven of the number were held to answer while 
the eighth was discharged, there being no evidence 


of his having sold any liquor. Among those held 
was Herman Jacob, of No, 2,831 Third-avenue, whe 
had been arrested by Officer Brennan, of the 
Twelfth Precinct. rennan stated that he 
had entered the saloon by the back 
door, called for whisky, and on_ being 
served with the ‘beverage arrested Jacob. Jus- 
ties. Murray not liking the manner in which the 
arrest had beén made commented very severe! 
onit. He said thata man who would obtain evi- 
donoe in that way was a spy and a seoundrel. Bren- 
nan indignantly retorted that the Justice would not 
make that remark outside of the court-room. “I 
simply obeyed orders,” he continued, and ended 
nvith the pertinent query: “If the gives 
me an order can I refuse to execute it # 
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HIGHER EDUCATION FUR WOMEN. 


A PLAN DECIDED UPON BY THE TRUSTEES 
OF COLUMBIA COLLEGE. 

At the annual meeting of the Columbia Col- 
lege Trustees yesterday afternoon the report of 
the Committee on Higher Education for Women 
was adopted after a short discussion. The Trus- 
tees had already expressed themselves as strongiy 
in favor of the higher education of women, but 
they most decidedly objeeted to coeducation in 
Columbia, and tne report was framed with the ul- 
timate idea of an annex for women, under the 
charge of Columbia's Professors and governed by 


its Trustees. For the present a pian is submitted 
by which young women having passed a series of 
examinations carried on by or under the charge of 
the Professors in the college, shall receive a certifi- 
cate to the effect that they have eompleted a 
course satisfactory to the Trustees. Young ladies 
who have reached the age of 17 years will be re- 
quired to pass an entrance, or rather preliminary. 
examination whieh is similar to that given the ap- 
plicants for admission into the college. Thena 
four years’ course has been laid out by the com- 
mittee and ——— by the Trustees which is also 
almost identical with that required to be pursued 
by the undergraduates, comprising courses in Latin 
and Greek, modern languages, political science, 
history, English language and literature, moral and 
intellectual philosophy, natural history, geology, 
botany, paleontology, and zoology. The first 
year’s course is eompulsory, and in the second 
year the student is required to study one of the 
several groups of studies, while the remaining 
two years are given upto elective studies. Ex- 
aminations will beheid at times determined upon 
by the Professors who will ave supervision over 
them. The studies may be pursued by the young 
women at their homes or inschools. The entrance 
examination fee will be $5, and on the receipt of 
the certificate at the close of the course the fee 
will be $10. By this plan the Trustees think a test 
will be afforded of the extent and sincerity of the 
desire for advanced collegiate education among 
young women. Itisalso thought an indirect in- 
fluence will be brought to bear on the schools for 
girls in this City. as the curriculum of each 
will necessarily be changed to meet the prepara- 
tion for the examinations. If a sufficient number 
attend these examinations it is believed it will en- 
courage wealthy citizens to contribute toward the 
giving of the plana definite and permanent shape 
by foucding and endowing an annex to Columbia 
ior wowen. Public notice will be given when the 
preliminary examinations for entrance to the 
course will be held. These examinations will be 
on the same plan as those at Vassar College and 
other young ladies’ colleges—a knowledge in Eng- 
lish, Latin, and Greek grammars, English composi- 
tion, ancient and modern geography, ancient his- 
tory, arithmetic, including metric system, four 
books of geometry, a portion of algebra, five books 
of Cesar's Commentaries on Gallic War, Eclogues, 
and six books of Virgil's ‘‘ 4ineid.”’ six orations of 
Cicero, four books of Xenophon’s * Anabasis,” and 
three books of Homer's “ lliad,”’ or equivalents, 
being required. 

A report trom the new librarian, Melvil Dewey, 
was adopted by the Trustees, favoring the consoli- 
dation of the libraries of the departments of the 
college, which will be done. The library is also to 
be open hereafter from 8 A. M. to 10 P. M. through- 
out the year, vacations and holidays inciudea. Ad- 
ditional librarians will be needed. For this depart- 
ment $7,800 is asked for the first year, as there is 
much work to be done in bringing up arrears and 
properly classifying the books. When consolidat- 
ed it will contain 50,000 vo'umes, many of them 
very valuable. The Trustees granted an additional 
$3,000 for the expenses of the library. President 
Barnard was authorized to appoint assistants to 
accompany the ciass in practical mining in 
their Summer work. Heretofore ** bosses” 
from the mines have been employed instead of 
regular assistants. William H. Carpenter, Ph. D., 
was appointed instructor in the Scandinavian and 
German languages, and Bernard F. O'Connor in- 
etructor in French. Lectures in the sanitary de- 
partment next year will be delivered by Profs. 
Chandler, Trowbridge, and Greenleaf. The de- 
partment has been reconstructed and enlarged, 
and it is hoped in a short time that it will become 
a reguiar school. It was also decided by the 
Trustees that students holding feliowships should 
aid somewhat, if desired, in as-isting students in 
the college while pursuing their own courses. 
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WILLIAM H. ENGLISH’S BAR’ L. 


TAPPED THIS TIME BY A MAN WHO 8TUMPED 
INDIANA IN 1880. 

The suit of W. D. Murphv against the Hon. 
Vrilliam H. English to recover $1,180, claimed to 
be due him for services asa stump speaker, was 
settled yesterday by the payment to the plaintiff 
of $400. The suit was begun on Jan. 9, 1882. Mr 
Murphy claimed that about Aug. 29, 1880, he was 
engaged by Mr. English to stump the State of In- 
diana in his interest, and that he was so occu- 
pied from Sept. 4 until Oct. 12. During that 


time he made 25 speeches, which he valued 
at $1,000. He also claimed $280 for expenses, and 
stated that Mr. English had paid him $100 on ac- 
count. He asked judgment for $1.180. Mr. English 
in his answer denied all the statements in the com- 
plaint. He admitted that Mr. Murphy had made 
some speeches, but not at his requect or by any ar- 
rangement with bim. He further declared that 
the speeches were poor and worthless. and that 
$1,000 was far more than their value. Mr. Alzer- 
non S. Sullivan, Mr. English’s counsel, aiso raised 
the legal point that a contract to advoeate a man’s 
election was iNegal and could not exist. Inthe 
language of the answer, it was ‘‘ against the poliey 
of the common law, repugpant to the Constitution 
and laws of the United States, against public 
pohey, and void.”” Mr. Sullivan, inspeaking about 
this point yesterday, said that the logical conse- 
quenees of admitting the legalicy of such a con- 
tract would be serious. If a man could hire an- 
other to advocate his election by spoaking he could 
hire him to do it by writing, and this would open the 
way to corruption of the press. [5 would also fol- 
low that a man could be hired to advocate arother 
man’s election up to the extreme point of putting 
a ticket into the ballot-box. Mr. Murphy. however, 
through his counsel, Ecclesine and Tomlinson, de- 
murred to this part of the answer, and Judge Lar- 
remore sustained the demurrer. Judgment, with 
oosts, was given agaiust Mr. English. who then ap- 
pealed to the General Term.

AN EXHIBITION OF HORSES PROMISED. 

The National Horse Show Association of 
America was organized at Delmonico’s last even- 
ing, the capital stoek being placed at $100,000, in 
100 shares of $1,000 each, The purpose of the asso- 
ciation isto give exhibitions of horses at some 
suitable spot, on about the same plan as that pur- 
sued at bench shows, where the beauty and points 
of horses aside from their speed is to count. It is 


proposed to exhibit trotters, runners, jumpers, 
saddie horses. cob, eoaech horses, and driving, 
working, and breeding horses of every description. 
It is proposed to lease the Madison-Square Garden 
and transform it into a permanent exhibition build- 
ing where exhibitions and sales may be held at 
intervals. The plans proposed by H. J. Harden- 
berg provide for the erection of 85 box-stalls and 
115 common stalls, nearly all of which will be 
beneath the present seats. In the centre of the 
Garden it is proposed to have a show traek 76 by 
225 feet,in which there will be ample room for 
riding, manege exhibitions, jumping, trotting to 
saddle or harness, and for driving fonr-in-hands. 
A wide driveway leads from the Fourt.-avenue en- 
trance directly to the track. The leasing of the 
Garden rests entirely with Mr. William H. Vander- 
bilt, and will be decided on bis arrival frem Eu- 
rope. J. G. K. Duer presided at last evening's 
meeting. J. T. Hyde acted as Secretary, and Wil- 
liam S. Opayke presented the articles of ussocia- 
tion orepared under the Driving Park 
and air Association law of 1872. Af-

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GOARDINAL SIMEONI'S CLKOULAR. 


: —_——_a—-  -- 
A TRANSLATION WHICH IS SAID TO BE THE 
CORRECT ONE. 


The much-talked-of circular to the Bishops 
of Ireland by Pope Leo XIII., which hae created 
so much comment among the Catholic: of this 
country and Great Britain, proves to be only a cir- 
cular from Cardinal Simeoni, Prefect of the Propa- 
ganda, and does not bear the signature of the 
Pope. <A copy of the cireular has been re- 
ecived in this City, and a translation has 
been made by Mr. James A. McMaster, 
editor of the Freeman's Journal, who is an 


acknowledged authority on ecclesiastical Latin. 
The translation shows that the one made by the 
London 4 imes and eabled to this coun is pro- 
English in its character and, it is claimed by Mr. 
McMaster, does an injustice both to the Cardinal 
and the Irish people. The American translator 
points out the fact that the circular proseribes the 
clergy from contributing to the Parncll fund alone, 
and not from gathering money for the benefit and 
relief of the Irish people. Mr. Maurice F. Egan, 
Mr. McMaster’s associate, says the vircular is 
plainly in effect a prohibition only of collections 
at churches for individuals. From advices received 
he is of the opinion that the circular was issued, 
not at the instance of the British officials, but at 
that of the 18 out of 27 Bishops of Ireland who did 
not contribute to the Parnell testimonial fauna. 
The correct translation, in his opinion, gives an 
entirely different aspect to the circular. Mr. Mo- 
Master’s translation is as follows: 

Whatever judgment may be formed of Parnell and 
his plans, it is clear that many in his train hare in 
multiplied instances conducted themselves fn a man- 
ner altogether in conflict with what the Sovereign 
Pontiff prescribed in his letter to the Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, and embraced in the instruction of 
this sacred congregation, that was unanimously ac- 
cepted by the Irish Bishops in ‘their late meeting in 
Dublin. For. indeed, in these rules it was set forth 
that it is of imprescriptibie right (/as est) for the Irish 
people to seek relief from their distressed condition, 
and of imprescriptible right for them to strive 
for their independence (suo jure contendere.) 
Yet forever that Divine precept must be 
guarded, that it behooves to “seek first the 
kingdom of God and His justice;” and that it is vile 
to maintain a cause, however just, by wicked means. 
Moreover, it belon:s to all the clergy. and especiaily 
to Bishops, to quiet excited impuises of the people at 
large, and by timely advices to reea!] them to what is 
just, and to needful forbearance in all matters, lest by 
atoo hot party spirit (vehementiori cupiditate) they 
may be led to view efforts for pee advantage 
oe py rerum) with misguided judgments or 

‘ound a hope of public weal on the infamy of crim- 
inal acts. Hence follows that no oneof the Sore 
can lawfully disregard these prescribea rules, nor 
mixed upin or aid and abet movements altogether 
ps ong to prudence and to the duty of soothing pas- 
sions. 

Assuredly it is not forbidden to gather money for 
relieving the situation of the Irish people. But, from 
the tenor of the aforecited apostolic commands, such 
collections are entirely to be blamed as are flagrantly 
aimed at exasperating popular passions, so that men 
may readily availto abuse these in starting lawless 
and disorderly plots, (ad turbulenta consilia contra 
leges ineunda.) But most especially must the clergy 
abstain from these, when it appears evident that 
hatreds are thus engendered, clamors against dis- 
tinguished men set on foot, and no condemnation 
uttered in any way of the crimes and assassina- 
tions with which infamous men have defiled 
themeelves; and when it is ostentatiously claimed 
that the measure of a true love of country can be 
gauged by the money contributed or refused, so that 
mInen may seem to be urged on by a kind of fear and 
force. From these considerations it ought to be pat- 
ent to your Lordship that the collection of money 
called the Parnell testimonial fund cannot be ap- 
nroved by this Sacred Congregation, nor hence can it 
in any manner be commended or premoted by eccle- 
siastics, and least of all by Bishops. Meantime, I pray 
God long to preserve your Lordship.
